One conſequence of my inquiries has been a full conviction of the importance, to this 
country, of properly-conſtituted lazarettos ; and. this, too, for commercial 


which, I confeſs, I had before no idea. The circumſtances from which I drew this 


concluſion will be found in their proper places in the narrative; for I ſhall in this 
publication, as I did in my former ones, confine myſelf” chiefly to "the narration of 


facts. What attention theſe facts deſerve, and what meaſures it may be adviſeable to 


adopt in conſequence of them, I leave to the determination of the proper judges. 


Upon my return from the Levant, I was ſolieitous to know what improvements | had 
been made in our priſons during my abſence, and how far the numerous abuſes and 
defects which I had laid before the public had been redreſſed. Therefore, after viſiting | 
the London priſons and the Hulks, I went to Ireland, * e FE my of Scotland, 
travelled over a great part of England. 


It is not my intention to tranſeribe 93 and — relac/alf1 fi:

Many changes for the better have been made, and are ſtill making, of which I ſhall.

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Man- ſituation renders i it emed for the great trade which the French carry on in the 
3 __ Levant. Among other. apartments for paſſengers, there are twenty-four large rooms, of 
xx+rro. Which ſome are above ſtairs, and open into a ſpacious gallery encloſed by lattice. In 
theſe rooms are cloſets for beds, which the paſſengers and guards are required to bring 
with them. The guards are ſent by the Health-office, and their number is regulated 
by the number of paſſengers of each ſhip who perform quarantine. A number of paſ- 
ſengers not exceeding three, are allowed one guard, the expenſe of whom (namely twenty 
ſous per day and his victuals) they are obliged to bear. A paſſenger, therefore, who has 
no companion, has no aſſiſtance in bearing this expenſe. To four, five, or ſix paſ- 
ſengers, two guards are aſſigned; and to ſeven, three guards. Theſe guards perform the 
offices of ſervants ; and will cook for Fag. Ty, do not Chooſe to de Mic 
victuals from the tavern. 

Within the lazaretto, is the governor” s houſe; and a chapel, in which divies frevice 18 
regularly performed; as alſo a tavern, from which perſons under quarantine may have their

Above ſtairs there are thirty-ſix rooms: in front, twelve 
longing to the prior or governor. e de beben Ad ve übe ec fon 
rooms. All the rooms are nearly ſimilar in length and breadth, about ſixteen feet, nine 
inches, by fourteen feet, nine, and eleven feet, ſix inches high; with two oppoſite win- 
dows, about four feet by three, and ſix feet above the floor. The windows of all the 
rooms are too ſmall. The floors are brick, and the roofs vnulted. Each room has in 
one corner, a chimney, and in another, a ſewer ſhut in Ike a cloſet. Theſe rooms open 
into a corridor eleven feet wide, which has ſpacious windows towards the areas, and 
doors which can ſhut up three or four rooms according to the number of paſſengers 
from each ſhip.

Another lazaretto, belonging to the Genoeſe, i is ſituated on a riſing ground at bee, 
near the gulf or noble port of Syzz1a. Here ſhips ride ſafe in fourteen feet of water, and 
have every convenience for landing their cargoes. Having been minute in my account of 


the lazaretto at Genoa, I will give no deſcription of this. The plan and views of it will 
give ſufficient information concerning it. See plates IV. V. VI. 


At Lzcnorn there are three Iazarettos. One of them is new. I was there in 177 8, 
and ſaw forty-ſeven ſlaves employed in building it. | Ships which have the plague on 
board are now received here, and not chaſed away or burnt, as is practiſed in too many 
places. The greateſt attention is given both to the health and convenience of the paſ- 
ſengers, and the merchandife is kept in the exacteſt order. This lazaretto is called Sar 
Leopoldo, in compliment to the preſent Grand Duke; and at the upper end of one of the 


_ courts is placed his ſtatue. The repeated viſits I have paid to his priſons, hoſpitals, &c. 


have given me the fulleſt conviction that he is the true father and friend of his country. 
The very worthy governor of the city, Federigo Barbolani, did me the favour to ac- 
company me to this new lazaretto, and to that of San Rocco. He alſo favoured me with 
the plans of the three lazarettos (two of which I have copied, plates VII. VIII.) and 

with the regulations, &c. which He publiſhed in quarto 1785, entitled, Ordini di Sanita. 
The Grand Duke, before the publication of theſe regulations, had ſent a perſon to the 
Levant, on purpoſe to gain information by returning from thence and performing 
quarantine at Marſeilles, and there making the moſt careful obſervations. Our 
ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, Sir Robert Anſie, told me, that the lazarettos at Leghorn 
are the beſt in Europe. This was confirmed to me oy two gentlemen who had 
e quarantine both there, and at Marſeilles. 


* This lazaretto has a double wall like that at Marſeilles. Between the walis there is a burying-ground for 
Proteſtants, but no tomb-ſtones or inſcriptions are allowed. Here our late conſul Mr. Holford was interred. 
And while I was at Genoa, a Scotch ſailor died in the great hoſpital, who 2 — 
religious principles, was buried here. 


Adjoining to this lazaretto there is a ſpacious garden hich formerly belonged'to it, but was ſold by the

' laſts eighteen days, and the ſhips which perform it lie at the entrance of the port near 
the health-office. In order to enable the paſſengers and crews, without producing danger,. 
to buy proviſions and converſe with their friends, there are encloſures ſeparated by ſtone 
poſts, with rails and paliſades; and two L ſtationed to . any — 
communication.

The greateſt care is taken to deſtroy infection ſhould there be any. Ships with foul 
bills are required to perform | quarantine eighty days: but at the end of forty days they 
may change their ſtation, and the captains are allowed to come on ſhore. The differ- 
ent kinds of goods are ſeparated, and placed in proper order under cover. The cottons 


are taken out of the bags containing them, and placed in rows of piles, upon boards laid 


on ſtone pillars about eighteen inches from the floors; and in repacking they are flung 
over a man who gets into the bags, in order to tread down the cotton ; the conſequence 
of which muſt be expoſing him to great danger ſhould any infection remain. This, 
though the ſureſt way of expelling infection from cotton, is not the moſt agreeable to 


merchants, not only becauſe more expenſive, but alſo for the following reaſon. The 
bales of cotton, in conveying them on camels to the ſea-ports, are often taken off on the 


roads, and laid in wet and dirty places where their outſides are injured. In conſequence 
of being taken to pieces and repacked in the lazaretto in the manner now deſcribed, the 
injured parts get among the inner parts, and the cotton acquires the appearance of being 
wholly damaged; and, therefore, is rendered leſs marketable. — Theſe are obſervations 


which three large Engliſh ſhips performing quarantine while I was here gave me an 


opportunity of wang. 


The health-office at ZanTs is in the city at the water ſide. In this office the od. | 


tions are taken from the captains as they arrive. If they come from the Levant, or from 
the Barbary coaſt, they perform forty- two days quarantine ; if from the Morea, only 


twenty-one days ; if from any other part, they and the paſſengers are generally permitted 


to paſs through the office into the city, as I did when I arrived here from Malta. Three 
gentlemen in this office give daily attendance for one year without ſalary or emolument. 
The old lazaretto * is diſtant about half a mile from the city, and ſituated on a riſing 
ground near the ſea, The merchandiſe is brought hither in a large boat belonging to the 
office, and rowed by the crew of the ſhip under quarantine; a ſmaller boat of the office 


attending at ſome diſtance. The entrance is by a covered gate-way ten feet wide, and 
convenient for the admiſſion of packages. On one ſide there is a room for the guard 


conſiſting of a corporal and four ſoldiers, on the other, a room for the ſub-prior. The 


prior himſelf reſides in the rooms over the gate-way, and is ee by the directors 
of the health- office at Venice. 


Between the outer and inner-gate one of the guards at ala commands the middle 
court, the gate into it being paliſaded. This court is about one hundred and thirty feet 


long and thirty-five wide. The doors of the other courts (three on each ſide) open into 
this. On one fide they are chiefly deſigned for paſſengers, and in each there are four

The lazaretto at Corry is finely ſituated on a cock fern with water, about a 
league from the city. The lazaretto of CAsTEL-Novo in Dalmatia is on the ſhore about 
two miles from the city. At the back of it there is a delightful hill, which belongs to 
a convent of friars. Perſons in quarantine, after a few days are allowed to walk there, 
and divert themſelves with ſhooting, &c. But, being in a ſhip with a foul bill, I could not 
ſee either of theſe lazarettos. Their officers are dependent on the health-office at 18 8 0 


and their regulations are ſimilar. 


After viſiting the lazarettos now deſcribed, I failed to Gm and from thence to 


2 Conſtantinople. Here I had once intended to travel by land to Vienna. This is a journey 


capable of being eaſily performed in twenty-four days, no quarantine being now re- 


quired to be performed at Semlin, the place on the confines of the Emperor's Hungarian 


dominions, where formerly travellers uſed to be detained for this purpoſe. But on far- 
ther conſideration I determined to ſeek an opportunity of performing quarantine my/elf; 


and with this view to ſubmit to the inconveniences of a ſea- voyage to Venice, the place 


where lazarettos were fr/t eſtabliſhed. And, in order to obtain the beſt information 
by performing the ſtricteſt quarantine, I farther determined to return to Smyrna, and 
there to take my paſſage in a ſhip with a foul bill; Contrary winds and other cauſes 
made this a tedious and dangerous voyage, and it was "_ days' from * time of 
leaving Smyrna before I arrived at Venice. 
Here, after our-ſhip had been conducted by a ble bor to her proper moorings; a 
meſſenger came from the health- office for the captain; and I went with him in his boat 
to ſee the manner in which his report was made, his letters delivered, and his examination 
conducted.

That day and the next morn- 
ing I employed a perſon to waſh my room: but this did not remove the offenſiveneſs of 
it, or prevent that conſtant head-ach which I had been uſed to feel in viſiting other laza- 
rettos, and ſome of the hoſpitals in Turkey. This lazaretto is chiefly aſſigned to Turks 
and ſoldiers, and the crews of thoſe ſhips which have the plague on board. In one of the 
encloſures was the crew of a Raguſian ſhip, which had arrived a few days before me, after 
being driven from Ancona and T riefte. My guard ſent a report of my health to the 
office, and on the repreſentation of our conſul, I was conducted to the old lazaretto 
which is nearer the city. Having brought a letter to the prior from the Venetian am- 
baſſador at Conſtantinople, I hoped now to have had a comfortable lodgj ging. But I was not 
ſo happy. The apartment appointed me (conſiſting of an upper and a lower room) was 
no leſs diſagreeable and offenſive than the former. I preferred lying in the lower room | 
on a brick floor where I was almoſt ſurrounded with water. After fix days, however, 
the prior removed me to an apartment in ſome reſpects better, and conſiſting of four 
rooms. Here I had a pleaſant view; but the rooms were without furniture, very dirty, 
and no leſs offenſive than the ſick wards of the worſt hoſpital. The walls of my cham- 
ber, not having been cleaned probably for half a century, were ſaturated with infection. 
I got them waſhed repeatedly with boiling water, to remove the offenſive ſmell, but 
without any effect. My appetite failed, and I concluded I was in danger of the ſlow hoſpital- 
fever. I propoſed white-waſhing my room with lime lacked i in boiling water, but was 
oppoſed by ſtrong prejudices. I got, however, this done one morning through the aſſiſt- 
ance of the Britiſh conſul, who was ſo good as to ſupply me with a quarter of a buſhel 
of freſh lime for the purpoſe. And the conſequence was, that my room was immediately 
rendered fo ſweet and freſh, that I was able to drink tea in it in the afternoon, and to lie 
in it the following night . On the next day the walls were dry as well as ſweet, and in a 
few days I recovered my appetite. Thus, at a ſnall expenſe, and to the admiration of 
dhe other inhabitants of this lazaretto, I provided for myſelf and 2 an agreeable 
and wholeſome room, inſtead of a naſty and contagious one. 
Over the gate-ways of two large rooms or warehouſes, were carved in ſtone the 1 images : 
of three ſaints, (San Sebaſtiano, San Marco, and San Rocco) reckoned the patrons of this 
lazaretto.

The Rules and Tariffs of the other lazarettos in "Pe having been ed formed 
from thoſe eſtabliſhed at Venice, I ſhall be more ten in my account of the regula- 


tions here for performing quarantine. 


The following account has been, * che moſt part, copied hai the Batch F. an 


information ſent to our government in 1770, the peruſal of which I owe to the favour of 


Mr. Richie our conſul at Venice. I carefully examined this ſketch during my quarantine 
of forty-two days, and I have here given it with a few corrections and obſervations. 


The health-office at Venice was inſtituted by decree of the ſenate in the year 1448, 
in the midſt of a very deſtructive peſtilence, and afterwards confirmed and regulated by 
various ſubſequent decrees, till reduced to the excellent order in which it ſtands at preſent, 
This important office is governed by three commiſſioners, annually choſen by the ſenate, 
whoſe duty it is to attend every day to the buſineſs of the office; and to them are added 
two aſſiſtant commiſſioners, and two extraordinary, who have formerly ſerved as junior 
commiſſioners, or are gentlemen of wiſdom and experience : theſe laſt take their ſeats at 
the board when they think it requiſite, or when caſey of difficulty and danger require = 
their counſel. The power or authority of this court is very extenſive; for, when all the 
ſeven magiſtrates ſit together, their judgments are deciſive and without appeal, as well in 
civil as criminal affairs that relate to public health, all which fall under their cognizance ; 
by which means this court is one of the moſt reſpe&able in the government, and accord- 


ingly is always filled by perſons of approved integrity and reputation, and in eaſy circum- 


ſtances, in order to be leſs expoſed to corruption, as their emoluments are very ſmall, although 
it is a ſtep towards more lucrative employments. — I ſhall not enter into an elaborate deſcrip- 
tion of every particular circumſtance relative to this office, only ſo far as is neceſſary to form 
an idea of its regulations and order in the expurgation of merchandiſe, or paſſengers 
coming from places ſuſpected of peſtilential infection. I ſhall therefore firſt take notice of 
the office itſelf, the duty and authority of its magiſtrates, &c. and afterwards ſucceſſively 
give a particular account of the lazarettos, priors of the lazarettos, guardians of health, 
meſſengers, porters, the method of receiving captains of ſhips from ſuſpected parts, taking 
their reports, quarantine of paſſengers, and expurgation of goods in the lazaretto; taking 


notice occaſionally of other circumſtances of leſs moment, which have a relation to, or 


connection with thoſe above mentioned. 


* Many of the windows in theſe rooms, and alſo in ſome other ancient peſt-houſes which TI * ſeen, are now 
bricked up. This ſhews, chat in the laſt century, phyſicians were ſenſible of the importance of freſh air, and a 
free eirculation of it in fick wards.

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The court is always attended by a ſecretary, Who is a notary public, advocate 
fle, and ſeveral clerks, who are for life or during good behaviour, and have 


their reſpective ſalaries. The - priors of the lazarettos are ſubjected to this board, 
as are the guardians of health, and meſſengers, whoſe particular duties I ſhall after- 
wards deſcribe. It maintains overſeers in different parts of the city to inſpe& the

ſengers i in performing quarantine; as alſo for the revigtion of perſons and effects infected 


in the unhappy times of peſtilence. The old lazaretto is two miles, and the new about 


five miles diſtant from the city. both ongJjerle iſlands, ſepar ated from all communication, 
not only by broad canals ſurrounding therm but alſo by high walls; they are of large ex- 
tent, being about four hundred geometrical paces: in circumferg 

ground floor and one over it, and are divided and ſubdivided into a great number of apart- 
ments, greater and ſmaller, for the reception of paſſengers; all theſe apartments have their 


ſeparate entries and ſtairs, and every range of them has an open court in front, with plats of 


graſs which is not ſuffered to grow too high, and no kind of trees or vegetables are per- 
mitted within this diſtrict, nor within a good diſtance from it. There are ſheds againſt 
ſome of the walls, and in other proper places (but not mixed with the apartments of paſ- 


N ſengers) ſo contrived that the merchandiſe is not expoſed to damage by rain or otherwiſez 


and at the ſame time, that the air is not confined. A more minute deſcription would be 
tedious, and as the plan of the old lazaretto may be ſeen (in Plate XII. ), is not neceſſary. 


The internal government and direction of theſe lazarettos is committed i in each to an offi- 


cer called a Prior, who is choſen by the board of health,

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giſtrates are careful to confer it upon none but ſuch as are ſvitably qualified; he muſt not 
be related to any in the magiſtracy, nor to any of its miniſters; muſt have no intereſt or 


concern in ſhipping, nor in trade; and in the exerciſe of his office he 1 is ſubjected to the ſtricteſt 


rules, the moſt material of which are as follow. 
He muſt ſee all the gates and doors of the different apartments locked every evening by 
ſun-ſet, as well the outward gates as thoſe of the apartments occupied by paſſengers, mer- 
chandiſe, and porters; he takes the keys into his poſſeſſion, and ſuffers them not to be opened 
before ſun-riſe. And where there is any ſuſpicion of infection, the gates muſt be kept con- 
ſtantly locked, and opened only for neceſſary occurrences, in the preſence of the prior. 
He muſt not ſuffer dogs, cats or other domeſtic animals to go looſe in the lazaretto. 
He muſt neither buy nor ſell, nor make bargains or contracts with paſſengers or others 
within the lazaretto, nor permit others to do fo; neither are contracts of any kind, pur- 
chaſes or ſales, nor even powers of attorney or other notorial acts allowed there, without ex- 


preſs leave from the board; otherwiſe they are null and void. 


He ſuffers no fiſhing boats, nor other ſmall craft to come within a certain diſtance of the 
lazaretto, nor any communication between thoſe in quarantine, 'and ſuch boats. 

He keeps a book wherein are regularly noted all perſons who perform quarantine, together 
with a general inventory of their effects, and a particular diſtinct one of all . and mer- 
chandiſe, copies of which he tranſmits to the health- office, at leaſt once a month. | 

He cannot receive perſons nor effects to perform quarantine without a mandate from the 


office, which mandate muſt be always accompanied by a meſſenger, and in the fame form 
at their diſcharge. Neither can he admit viſitors to thoſe in quarantine without ſuch a 


mandate, which (for viſits) is given gratis from the office“. But public brokers are ex- 
cluded from theſe viſits, even if they had obtained a mandate for that purpoſe. 
He is to take care that quiet and good order be maintained among the paſſengers and por- 


ters, and muſt not permit gaming, drinking, nor even ſuch exerciſes and diverſions as 


the prior, ſub-prior or guardian, and ſometimes of all of them.

| When a paſſenger or porter falls ſick, hs prior by means of the reſpective guardian 
takes care that he is ſeparated from others in the fame apartment as much as poſſible, and 


immediately gives notice to the board, who ſend their phyſician to examine diligently the 
nature of the diſeaſe, and any other phyſician may be called jointly with him; but they are 


not to tranſgreſs the cautions preſcribed, or they would be detained in the fame apartment, 


till the quarantine ended. The prior is authorized to execute the office of notary public in 


caſes of neceſſity, for no notary is admitted without expreſs order from the board; he there- 


fore may draw up wills and teſtaments of thoſe within his territory, but it muſt be done 


in the preſence of five witneſſes, When any perſon dies there, unleſs the > phyſician of the

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Rte, together with the ſurgeon declare that his death proceeded not from any contagious Venice, 
cauſe, and that they are quite clear and explicit in their report, all thoſe in his quarantine 
muſt begin it anew, and that as often as any ſuſpected death happens in it. There is a 
burial place within the lazaretto, and the dead are all buried naked, by thoſe of their reſpec- 
tive apartments, and if there is any ſuſpicion of infection, a quantity of quick-lime is thrown 
upon the corpſe in the grave, which is digged five or ſix feet deep. 

It is the prior's duty to ſee that the guardians of the reſpective quarantines cauſe the Pxrion's 
paſſengers to expoſe their apparel, and other effects to the open air every day, and that Durr. 
they give all proper affiſtance to thoſe under their guard. 

He ought to viſit every apartment under quarantine at leaft twice a day, once in the 
morning, and once after noon, to ſee that the paſſengers are properly ſerved and fupplied 
with neceſſaries, and that every thing goes on according to the rules and cautions of 
health. He is to take into his poſſeſſion all forts of arms belonging to paſſengers, aj 
are to be reſtored when the quarantine is finiſhed.

When letters are written from the Markt they muſt be fumigated in the uſual way Pron's 
by the guardian who ſuperintends the apartment, then reached to the prior by means of MATE) 
a cane, or other ſtick ſplit in the end for that purpoſe, and by him ſometimes perfumed 
and ſent away. He cauſes the porters employed in expurgation of goods, to ſweep and 
keep clean their reſpective ſheds, and all around them, ſuffering no bits of wool, cotton, 
or ſuch like to fly about, or to lie on the ground when there is any paſſage ; and attends 

with the moſt vigilant exactneſs to the porters in 1 the diſcharge of their daily duty, as 
will be more fully explained under another head. 

The prior cannot be arreſted, during his office, by any other magiſtrate but thoſe of 
health, nor is ſubject to civil or criminal proſecution in any other court of juſtice: 
neither can perſons or effects be arreſted or attached in the lazaretto during quarantine. 

The prior is ſtrictly enjoined not to exact money, or any other conſideration whatever from 
the paſſengers, by way of recompenſe for his trouble or attendance, nor ought he even,

The prior and his ſubſtitute muſt ces: aol aching Sy oy or. ella 
in quarantine, and for that end, in their walks and viſits always carry a cane to keep 
paſſengers at a proper diſtance; but if by an unfortunate accident they ſhould. be 
contaminated by touch, they muſt perform the quarantine from whence the ſuſpicion of 
infection was derived, and others would be appointed in their room, pro tempore. If they 
were touched by malicious deſign, the perſon offending is liable to ſuch e as 
the nature of the offence requires, and the magiſtrates of health judge adequate. .

There are fixty guardians belonging to cher health-office of Fee of abs part are 
8 to inſpect the quarantines of paſſengers, merchandiſe, and the porters attend- 
ing it in the lazaretto, and part ſuperintend the quarantines of ſhips and their companies, 
on board which they are ſent immediately on their arrival, and continue till their diſ- 
charge; all theſe have a fixed daily allowance, from the paſſengers, maſters of ſhips or 


merchants in whoſe ſervice they immediately are. Their duty in the lazaretto i 1s to 
attend on paſſengers, to aſſiſt them in their accommodation and otherwiſe, and ſtrictly to 
obſerve that no mixture of different quarantines happens ; as every apartment of paſſen- _ 


gers by the ſame ſhip, or if goods and porters have their reſpective guardian, none of 
them are permitted to go without the limits of their allotted apartment, unleſs accom- 
panied by the guardian, who has his cane to keep others at a due diſtance. On the 


arrival of paſſengers he muſt ſee all their trunks, cheſts &c. » put his hands in 


every one of them, take a note of the general contents, and if he finds any thing contra- 
band, the prior muſt acquaint the magiſtracy, who determine accordingly... They are 
to be very watchful about the health of their paſſengers, and give notice. to the prior 
whenever they perceive ſymptoms of ſickneſs.

The duty af guardians on board ſhips is fill more dit, ee eee anon, 
for, nor having the prior to dire&t them in any emergency, as in the lazaretto, they muſt 
_ correſpond directly with the office, and give an account of every thing that happens 
immediately. On their going aboard, they muſt take an exact roll of all the ſhip's crew, 
which they tranſmit to the office, and they muſt ſee them all muſtered every day, that no 
ſickneſs be concealed, nor elopement made. They muſt alſo take a diſtinct and minute 


note of all goods and effects on board without exception, a copy of which they alſo 


tranſmit to the office, in order to prevent contraband goods being clandeſtinely retained. 

After this they muſt on no conſideration allow any thing to go out of the ſhip, nor muſt 
they ſuffer any bark or other veſſel to come near without a mandate; and when viſits are 
permitted to the captain or crew, the guardian muſt always be in ſight of the interview, 
that the due cautions * health be carefully obſerved.

It is here proper to premiſe, that all ſhips are received at Venice, even thoſe which are 


known to have the plague on board; the rules of health are very exactly attended to in every 
circumſtance; in this they are naturally ſomewhat mare ſtrift, but for the reſt do not de- 
viate from the eſtabliſhed courſe. It is alſo requiſite to obſerve, that all ſhips and merchan- 


diſe coming from any part of the Ottoman dominions, are indiſpenſably ſubjected to the 
full quarantine of forty days; for, as the Turks take no precautions to prevent this dread- 


| ful ——— or to preſerve or deliver themſelves from it; the Venetians very juſtly-00n- |

do not openly appear, it may lie lurking in bales of merchandiſe tranſported from other 


parts. Beſides, ſhips from Zante, Cephalonia, and the other Venetian iſlands are always liable 


to a quarantine of thirty days, or three weeks at leaſt, and frequently to forty days; be- 
cauſe, lying ſo near the Morea, and having daily communication with its inhabitants, they often 
neglect the ſtrict rules of health, or connive at the breach of them, though all of them have 
an office; on which communication they principally depend for their ſubſiſtence, the pro- 
duce of theſe iſlands not being ſufficient for a third part of their inhabitants. To prevent 
therefore the fatal conſequences that ſuch negligence might produce, it is an eſtabliſhed rule, 
to treat all ſhips and merchandiſe on their arrival at Venice from theſe ſuſpected places, 
with the fame caution and reſerve, as if they were actually infected; and to obviate all danger 
before their arrival, the pilots are ſtrictly charged, on capital penalty, not to go on board 
any ſhip from Turkey, or the adjacent iſlands, nor to mix with the people; nay, even no 
pilot is permitted to go on board any ſhip whatever till cleared at the health-office, or if 
neceſſity requires it, they are not to return to their own boats, but to remain on board, till 
the ſhip is declared free at the health-office ; and in caſe of performing quarantine, the pilot 
muſt do. the ſame. They are alſo ſtrictly ordered to uſe none but tarred ropes, and if the 
ſhip they attend comes from ſuſpected parts, they are to put the captain in mind to hoiſt the 
uſual ſignal of ſuch ſhips, that no other boats or veſſels may inadvertently hold intercourſe with 
them. When therefore the ſhip enters the port, or as ſoon as the above-mentioned fignal is 
diſcovered, (and the health-office keeps a perſon on purpoſe to give notice of the. approach of

all his papers and letters are demanded. The firſt papers to be examined (after previ revious 


fumigation) is the bill of health, which is compared with the report given in by the eap- 


tain, both in regard to the health of the place from whence he came, and to the number 


of ſeamen and paſſengers on board: and if any captain preſent himſelf without a bill of 


health, it is the unalterable rule of the office, to oblige ſhip and cargo to perform full 
quarantine. If chere ſhould be any difference between the bills of health, and the captain's 


report, in the number of perſons on board, it is very ſtrictly examined into, and the ſhip 


although coming from a place without the leaſt ſuſpicion of infection, is kept in reſerve 
till the matter is ſufficiently cleared up; and if any malicious intention be diſcovered in 


the captain to deceive the magiſtracy, by giving falſe reports, it is a capital crime, and 


puniſhed accordingly ;, for if the number on board be greater than that in the bills of health, 
there is ground to ſuſpect that the ſupernumerary perſon or perſons have been taken from 
on board another ſhip, or from ſome place, without the requiſite documents of health: 
and if the number be leſs, it might have been diminiſhed by ſome contagious diſeaſe; but 
ſuppoſing thoſe: points ſatisfactory, all ſhips with clean bills of health are at liberty to un- 
load directly after the captain's: report, and he may return on board, without the meſſen- 
ger.

All goods and effects ſuſceptible of infection from ſuſpected parts, muſt 20. to he 
lazaretto to perform quarantine, none being permitted to remain in the ſhip ; but ſuch 
as are not ſuſceptible, and in-bulk may be unloaded on the ſhip's arrival, after obtain- 
ing a mandate, and in preſence of a meſſenger, who muſt be always within ſight, as well 
as the ſhip's guardian on board. Great caution is uſed in tranſporting merchandiſe to 
the lazaretto; the lighters muſt. have no fails, or the prior detains them along with the.

Moollen and linen cloths, and all goods that are folded in pieces, are unlooſed, and the 
porters turn them over fold by fold, thruſting their naked arms between the folds, and 


ſhifting them often, under and above. When there is a certainty of infection, beſides 
this daily motion, they are unfolded, and extended on cords to the open air, as often as 


the weather permits. Carpets, "blankets, bed covers, quilts, and other manufactures 
of wool and filk, flax, books, vellum, and all kinds of paper, hair bags, and ſuch like, 
are continually expoſed to the air, moved and turned two or three times a day. | 

Furs are among the moſt dangerous articles, and very carefully purged, kept conſtantly 


_ expoſed to the air, and very often moved and gh in * manner hair, and oſtrich 
feathers are very diligently attended to.

Bees war and ſponges, are purged by putting tha i in ſalt water (not ſtaghated) for 
forty-eight hours, and then they are free. There is a place formed in the lazaretto for 
this purpoſe, and a guardian to ſuperintend the operation. 

Wax and tallow candles are ſubject to full quarantine, on account of the cotton in them, 
but if the proprietor ſubmits to let them be immerged as above, they are free. Animals 
with wool or long hair, are liable to the whole quarantine; but thoſe with ſhort ſtraight hair 
are purged by caufing them to ſwim aſhore. The feathered ln are purged 9 repeated 
ſprinkling with vinegar till well wet. 


There are other articles not ſuſceptible of nlegion, and of ease not liable to 
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quarantine, though ſometimes they become liable by attendant circumſtances, ſuch as 


falted hides, which when ſufficiently ſalted and moiſt, are free; but if dry, they muſt un- 
dergo the formalities of quarantine. 


 Aſpher is in itſelf free, and may be landed, but its being wrapt or packed up in ſuſ- 
ceptible matter, ſubjects it to quarantine; and in like manner, other free articles which

cannot be ſeparated from their package, or if the proprietors do not chooſe they ſhould be, 


are liable to the cautions of the lazaretto. 


Many articles are always free, when they come in the Un and others though in 
package, either becauſe the package itſelf is free, or purified by the volatile qualities of 
the contents, or can be removed or rendered harmleſs. Of the firſt ſort, are all kinds of 
grain, Vallonia or bark, ſalt, flax ſeed, and in general all ſeeds, marble, minerals, wood, 
earths, ſand, allum, vitriol, elephants' teeth, &c. Of the ſecond fort are ſugars, 
cheeſe, butter, pignoli, fruits freſh and dried, all ſalted and ſmoked meat, &c. Bottorghi, 
drugs, colours, and ſuch like, that can be ſeparated from the packages. Of the third ſort, 
are liquors of all kinds, brandies, oils, wines, after pitching the bungs, left there ſhould be 
canvaſs or any thing of that nature in them, currants, raiſins and pitch, although in can- 
vaſs packages, are free, becauſe it is ſuppoſed their nature, or the effluvia proceeding om 
them prevent contagion, only the ſeams and corners are tarred. 


The 
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gulations for performing quarantine in their lazarettos are w/e and good; but now, in al- 
moſt every department into which J had opportunity to look, there is ſuch remiſſneſs and 


corruption in executing theſe regulations, as to render the quarantine almoſt uſeleſs, and 


little more than an eſtabliſhment for providing for officers and infirm people. 

In coming from Smyrna in a Venetian ſhip with a foul bill, we firſt anchored at Mopow 
in the Morea, for water. Here a Turkiſh officer came on board, and attended us till we 
were out of the port, to ſee that this alone was our object. Afterwards. we anchored at 
Zar, where ſome paſſengers. diſembarked, and we were detained a day or two extraordi- 
nary, that the captain might retail coffee, &c. to the inhabitants. We next anchored at an 
iſland north of Corfu, where the captain and paſſengers went aſhore, and the inhabitants 
came on board to traffic for quilts, &c. Oppoſite Cas rn Novo, at about two miles diſtance 
is the health-office, where all ſhips that come from the Levant into that port are obliged to 
anchor. Here the owner of the ſhip lived; and the captain and paſſengers went almoſt 
every day into the city; and employing themſelves in unloading and loading goods day and 
night, cauſed a delay of eight days. The mate openly in the day time took goods to his 


friends in the country, and continued with them till the next day. A Raguſian ſhip alſo, 


and others which anchored here with clean bills, freely aſſociated and traded with us. I 
obſerved that a half naked man (a ſoldier) came to us, in a boat rowed by a boy, twice a 
day, and that he received biſcuits. and hot victuals. I at firſt imagined that he came for cha- 


| rity; but ſoon learnt that he was the guard for our ſhip, appointed by the officer who reſided 


at the health- office. At the iſle of MoL1Ta, near the coaſt of Dalmatia we anchored. again, 
and the captain and two of the. paſſengers went directly aſhore. Three days were ſpent here 
in trading with the inhabitants, and che opportunity of a fine wind was loſt, to gratify the | 
avarice of the captain. 

Such occurrences convinced me of the juſtneſs of axccaack, which-was made by dk 
merchant. who. had: conſiderable property on board this ſhip.;. that all captains. and crews of 
Levant ſhips ſhould be ſtrictly prohibited from trading in their voyages. In conſaquence of 
this practice, the goods are often detained fo long as to loſe a market; and the paſſengers and 
crews are expoſed. to more danger, ſnould there be any infection in the ſhip. But above all; 


© - expoſes, the. inhabitants of the: iſlands. and coaſts: of the. Mediterranean to perpetual danger 


of the importation, of the plague, This was dreadfully verified in Dalmatia a few years ago; 
and. I was informed. that lately, in a hamlet belonging to the Raguſian ſtate, all the inhabit- 
ants. died of the plague: thus imported, except two or three, who were themſelves ae by 
the order of the magiſtrates to the ſurrounding guard.

0. A fe days after leaving Modon, we had Ane firmith — In this ſkirmiſh-one of 
our cannon charged with ſpike - nails, &c. having accidentally done great execution, the privateer immediately, 
to our great joy, hoiſted its ſails and made off. This interpaſſtion of Providence ſayed us from a dreadful fate; 
for I underſtood afterwards, that our captain, expecting that either our immediate death, or perpetual ſlavery 
at Tunis would be the conſequence of being taken, had determined to blow up the-ſhip.rather t than ſurrender.

A NEW PLAN FOR A LAZARETTO. 


HAVING now given the FE: of the principal lazarettos in 1 I ſhall in what follows 
take the ſame liberty that I took with reſpect to priſons, and draw the outlines of a proper 


lazaretto * Many lazarettos are cloſe, and have too much the aſpect of priſons; and I have 


olten heard captains in the Levant trade ſay, that the ſpirits of their paſſengers ſink at the 


proſpect of being confined in them. In thoſe of them which I have viſited, I have obſerved 
ſeveral pale and dejefed perſons, and many freſh graves. To prevent as much as poſſible 
_ theſe diſagreeable circumſtances, a lazaretto ſhould have the moſt cheerful aſpect. A ſpacious 


and pleaſant garden in particular, would be convenient as well as ſalutary. See plate XIV. 


But waving this obſervation, I will offer a few remarks reſpeCting quarantines and laza- 


rettos in general ; after which I will take notice of ſome advantages in reſpect of commerce as 
well as health, which may accrue from ſuch an eſtabliſhment in England. I will farther, in 


the ſequel, give the anfwers of ſome phyſicians abroad to a ſet of queſtions which I was led 
to propoſe to them, by conſidering that ſhould a lazaretto be erected among” us, and this 


country be ever viſited with a ſcourge ſo dreadful as the plague, the opinions of eminent 
phyſicians experienced | in this calamity might be of e ſervice. ; 


' OBSERVATIONS uren QUARANTINES ano LAZ ARE TTOs. 


1. All veſſels ſubject to a quarantine, arriving on our coaſt, ſhould be obliged to hoiſt 


a red flag, or ſome other ſignal, at the main top-gallant maſt head; in order to warn all 


. By the Act, 12th of Geo. III. cap. 57. certain perſons were empowered to build a lazaretto. And the Act 
recites · that in the fifth year of the reign of his preſent Majeſty a ſum «vas granted by Parliament, not exceed- 
ing five thouſand pounds, towards building a lazaret,” But nothing has been done in conſequence of this Act.

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dcker ſhips againſt all communication with them; and all perſons coming on board hot- 
withſtanding ſuch warning, ſhould be detained to perform the quarantine. 

2. All boats belonging to any ſhip in quarantine, as well as all craft employed in un- 
loading the ſame, ſhould be „ to carry a red 3 at the maſt 2 3 
ſent from the ſhip. 


3. The ſhip's hatch-ways * not to be panel till the captain acid mate have given 


in their depoſitions; and all the paſſengers, the ſecretary, and ſuch of the ſailors who may be 


permitted to leave the ſhip, ſhould be landed at the lazaretto, under a very ſevere penalty. 
4. The place appointed for receiving depoſitions ſhould be fo contrived, that the perſon 


who takes them may at all times place himſelf to windward of thoſe who make them. 


This ſhould alſo be obſerved as much as poſſible, at the barrier of the lazaretto, where 

people are permitted to ſpeak with thoſe in quarantine, | But if not, they ſhould be placed 

on this account at a greater diſtance from one another. 
5. A ſort of quarantine having been performed Fave a the long voyage to England, 


and there being, in my opinion, a great probability that the infection cannot remain in any 


perſon without ſhewing itſelf, beyond forty- eight hours; the perſons under quarantine ought 
to be allowed to quit the lazaretto ſooner than is now cuſtomary in other countries. 
Perhaps a reſidence of twenty-two days may be fully ſufficient. 
6. Fumigating of paſſengers as practiſed at Marſeilles is an advantage ; for a perſon 
may carry the infection in his clothes, and communicate it to others, without taking it him- 
ſelf, as in the gaol-fever. But this implies, that it ought to be done at the end of the 
quarantine, to thoſe only who go out with the clothes which they wore when they came in. 
7. Great care ſhould be taken, to keep at a proper diſtance from perſons performing 
quarantine, all ſailors and paſſengers as well as others. My reaſon for giving this caution 
is, that I have ſeen perſons Juſt arrived in ſhips with foul bills, permitted at the bar of a 
lazaretto, to come very near to perſons whoſe quarantine was almoſt over; and thus dan- 
ger was produced of communicating the plague.— And here I ſhall take occaſion to ob- 
ſerve, that in my opinion, this diſtemper is not generally to be taken by the touch, any more 
than the gaol-fever, or ſmall-pox; but either by inoculation, or by taking in with the breath 


in reſpiration the putrid efluvia which hover round the infected object, and which when 


admitted ſet the whole maſs of blood into a fermentation, and ſometimes ſo ſuddenly and vio- | 
lently as to deſtroy its whole texture, and to produce putrefaction and death in leſs than 
forty-eight hours. Theſe Muvia are capable of being carried from one place to another, 
upon any ſubſtance where what is called ſcent can lodge, as upon wool, cotton, &c. and 


in the ſame manner that the ſmell of tobacco is carried from one place to another“.

* I am here reminded of a ſingular fact, which I gladly mention in honour to the memory of a worthy cha- 
rafter. When the plague raged in London, in the year 1665, the infection was conveyed by means of a parcel 
of clothes to the remote village of yam near Tideſwell in the Peak of Derbyſhire. In this place it broke out in 
September 1665, and continued its ravages upwards of a year, when two hundred and ſixty of the inhabitants had 
died of it. The worthy rector, Mr. Moampęſn, whoſe name may rank with thoſe of cardinal Borromeo of Milan, and

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It is by theſe ideas of the communication of che plague chat the foregoing ales have . 
been ſuggeſted; and were the regulations for performing quarantine directed by them, ſome 


of the reſtrictions in lazarettos would be aboliſhed, and more care would be taken to im- 
prove and enforce others. * 

It may be aſked, how is it poſſible, if the plague be ee by infected air, 
that a whole body of men in a town where it rages ſhould be capable of being preſerved 
from it, as is the caſe with Engliſhmen in Turkey; and alſo, why every individual in ſuch 
a town is not taken with it? In anſwer to the firſt of theſe queſtions, it may be obſerved, 
that the infection in the air does not extend far from the infected object, but lurks chiefly, 

(like that near carrion) to the leeward of it. I am ſo affured of this, that I have not ſcru- 
pled going, in the open air, to windward of a perſon ill of the plague and feeling his pulſe. 
The next queſtion may be anſwered, by aſking why, of a number of perſons equally ex- 
poſed to the infection of the ſmall-pox, or of the gaol-fever, ſome will not take it? Per- 
haps phyſicians themſelves are not capable of explaining this ſufficiently. It is, however, 
evident in general, that it muſt be owing to ſomething in the ſtate of the blood and the 
conſtitutions of ſuch perſons which renders them not eaſily ſuſceptible of infection. The 
rich are leſs liable to the plague than the poor, both becauſe they are more careful to avoid 
infection, and have larger and more airy apartments, and becauſe they are more cleanly 
and live on better food, with plenty of vegetables; and this, I ſuppoſe, is the reaſon why 
Proteſtants are leſs liable to this diſtemper than Catholics during their times of faſting; 
and, likewiſe, why the generality of Europeans are leſs liable to it than Greeks, and particu- 
larly Jews. F And would not the former be ſtill more ſecure in this reſpect, were they 

more attentive to the qualities of their food, and lived more on Pr and ſimple Wert ?

the 3 biſhop of Marſeilles at its 8 out, reſolved not to 2 t his pariſhioners, but uſed every argument 


to prevail with his wife to leave the infected ſpot. She, however, refuſed to forſake her huſband, and is ſuppoſed 
to have died of the plague. They ſent away their children. Mr. Mompeſſon conſtantly employed himſelf, du- 
ring the dreadful viſitation, in his paſtoral office, and preached to his flock in a field where nature had formed a 
ſort of alcove in a rock, which place fill retains the appellation of a church. He ſurvived, and the entries in the 
pariſh regiſter relative to this calamity are in his hand-writing, viz. 1665, in Sept. 6 died; Oct. 22; Nov. 5; 
Dec. 7. 1666, in Jan. 3 died; Feb. 5; March 2; April 12; May 5; June 20; July 53; 
Aug. 78; Sept. 24 Oc. 17; Nov. 1. In the fields ſurrounding the town are many remains de- 


noting the places where tents were pitched ; and tombs are ſtill exiſting of large families 1 ſwept away by 
this devouring peſtilence. | | 


* It is remarkable, that when the corpſe is cold of a perſon dead of the plague, it does not infect the air by 

any noxious exhalations. This is ſo much believed in Turkey, that the people there are not afraid to handle ſuch 

corpſes. The governor at the French hoſpital in Smyrna told me, that in the laſt dreadful plague there, his 

| houſe was rendered almoſt intolerable by an offenſive ſcent (eſpecially if he opened any of thoſe windows which 

looked towards the great burying-ground, where numbers every day were left unburied) ; but that it had no ef- 

fect on the health either of himſelf or his family. An opulent merchant in this city likewiſe told me, that he and 
his family had felt the ſame inconvenience, without any bad conſequences. 


+ The poorer fort of Greeks and Jews uſe much oil with their food ; and this I reckon a diſadvantage to them, 


I have heard of inſtances of ſervants in European families, who through imprudence.and careleſsneſs, have been 
attacked with the plague, while the reſt of the family have eſcaped it. 
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OBSERVATIONS ON THE IMPORTANCE

LAZARETTO IN ENGLAND... 

Hav been led by the Gmilarity of the ſubject to extend my views from priſons and 
hoſpitals to LAZARETTOs, my chief intention in my laſt tour was to collect the regulations 
and plans of the lazarettos in Europe. On finding three Engliſh ſhips performing a long 


and tedious quarantine at Malta, it occurred to me, that a lazaretto in England might ſave 


time and expenſe, and for this reaſon prove an advantage to our commerce. I therefore 
conſulted on this ſubject our conſuls at Zante and Smyrna, Chancellor Boddington, and ſeveral 
intelligent and reſpectable merchants ; and requeſted they would give me their opinions. 


The reſult was their unanimous recommendation of ſuch a deſign. From the merchants 


I received the following letter at nn of which they have given me leave to 


make what uſe 1 pleaſe. 


Sr 

« WE. flatter ourſelves that no apology is neceſſary for troubling you with this 
addreſs, calculated to convey to you every information we are maſters of, which we think 
may be of uſe to you in the attainment of the laudable end you have in view, to forward 
the intereſts of ſociety in general, and thoſe of the nation in particular. 

We underſtand that when the building of a lazaretto was agitated in England PRES time 
ago, the chief objection to it was the great expenſe it would be to the nation, which did 
not reap any adequate advantages by the Turkey trade. We are as much perſuaded that 
the want of a lazaretto in England has been the cauſe of the Turkey trade not being, till 
now, more-worth the notice of government, as that the eſtabliſhment of one will render it 
an object of great importance to the nation. It will not only be productive of the imme- 
diate advantages which flow from an extenſive and flouriſhing trade, but will free the 
kingdom from the riſk it now runs of the plague being introduced into it. That a 


lazaretto will be productive of theſe two ends, we mo to prove to your ſatisfaction by what 
we are now going to lay before you. 


It is enacted by Act of Parliament, that when any veſſel loads for England, in any of 


the ports of Turkey, and departs with a foul bill of health, ſuch veſſels ſhall perform

dur export trade to, amount almoſt to a total ſuppreſſion of it. A ſingle accident of the 


plague in this large city and its environs, or one brought from any other infected place, 


though this city may be entirely free from it, obliges the conſul to iſſue foul bills of health. 
As no information, to be depended upon, can be procured from the Turks concerning the 
plague, and as the Greek nation is the next moſt numerous one in the city, the conſuls 


apply to the deputies of it for information, when there are any reports of che plague, and 


according to the anſwer they receive, they either iſſue clean or foul bills of health. It 
often happens that the Greeks themſelves are authors of falſe reports concerning the 
plague, and that their deputies inform the conſuls of accidents having happened in their 
nation, when in reality there is no plague in the city or its environs. The motive which 
induces them to give this falſe information is obvious. The Greeks carry on three- 
fourths of the Dutch as well as Italian trade : it is therefore their intereſt (and unfortu- 
nately that of every other nation) to depreſs ours as much as poſlible; and there is not a 
more effectual method of doing this, than by obliging our veſſels to go to perform a 
long and expenſive quarantine in the ports of the Mediterranean, by which means the 
cottons which form their principal loading, as well as the chief article of both trades are 
no leſs than ſeven months on their way to London, This long interval gives the Greeks 
time to load their ſhips, and as they perform a very ſhort quarantine in Holland (of the 


nature of which we ſhall ſpeak more particularly hereafter) they ſupply our markets by 


copious exportations of the cottons that were loaded here at the ſame time with ours, two 
or three months before our veſſels can reach England. It is by this means that more 
than half the Turkey cottons conſumed in England, are ſupplied by the-Dutch to the 
great ſupport of their Turkey trade, and the ruin of ours; and it is by this means that, 
_ whilſt our trade is ſacrificed by rigorous quarantine laws, to conſiderations of national 


fafety, the plague may be introduced into the kingdom by the Dutch. To prove that 


this riſk actually exiſts, and in no ſmall degree, we need only inform you «of the method 


in which Dutch veſſels, loaded here in the height of the plague, perform quarantine in 
Holland. On their arrival at Helvoetſluys a doctor is ſent on board of them to viſit the crew, 


which he does by feeling their pulſe; after which he immediately returns to the ſhore, and 
reports the ſtate of their healths : three or four days after this, the veſſel is ordered to a 
place at a diſtance from the reſt of the ſhipping, and two or three lighters are ſent along 
fide, into which are only emptied the cottons that are in the 'tween decks, and the hatches 
are opened on pretence of airing the goods in the hold, which form the principal part of 
the cargo, and which remain untouched till the forty days are over ; when they are un- 
loaded into the merchants warehouſes, or into the veſſels deſtined to tranſport them to 
England. Thus you ſee Sir, that one part of the goods perform a ſlovenly quarantine, 
and the reſt may be ſaid to perform none at all; for, as the air cannot penetrate into 
holds ſo cloſely ſtowed with cottons as they always are, the forty days they remain in 
the veſſel after her arrival can only be conſidered as forty days added to her paſ- 


ſage. In thus manner cottons are brought into England that have undergone no purifi- 
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cation at all; and if it ſhould happen that they are infected, nothing is more eaſy 
than the infections being introduced into England by their means. Engliſh veſſels can 
only begin to load here direct for England, forty days after the laſt accident of the 
plague, and if any accident happen whilſt they are in loading, they muſt either go 
away immediately with the few goods they may have on board, or elſe they muſt

wait in port, on a cruel uncertainty, forty days after the laſt reported accident, whether 


real or invented, if they do not prefer the hard alternative of continuing their loading, 


and going away with a foul bill of health, to perform quarantine in ſome of the 


lazarettos in the Mediterranean; on the contrary, Dutch veſſels may be three months 
in loading, they may have taken the greateſt part of their cargo in whilſt the plague 
raged, and notwithſtanding this, if they are in port forty days after the laſt accident, 
clean bills of health are granted them, in virtue of which they only- perform twenty- 
one days quarantine in the ſlovenly manner above mentioned, 

Our government, has reaſonably laid a quarantine on cottons imported into England 
from Holland; but we underſtand that when this has been the caſe, the quarantine in 
Holland, ſuch as it is, has been curtailed by the connivance of thoſe who ſhould regu- 


late it: by this manzuvre, the end of our government in laying a quarantine, is 


entirely defeated. This total diſregard of ſo ſerious an object, as the regulation of qua- 
rantines muſt be, to all nations, gives ſo great an advantage to the Dutch Turkey trade 


over ours, that it induces their government, to overlook the riſks the nation incurs by 


it; and when repreſentations were made in Holland on the neceſſity of eſtabliſhing a 
lazaretto to obviate this riſk, and the fatal conſequences which the introduction of the 
plague might be of to all Europe, the thrifty Hollanders, ever preferring the intereſts 
of their trade, to thoſe of humanity, would not allow ſo forcible an argument to have 
any weight with them; but gave for anſwer, that it would be time enough to think of 
a lazaretto when the Engliſh had Built one. The Dutch traders have ſo decided 
a ſuperiority over us at our own markets, that it is only the neceſſity gentlemen are in 
to have returns, which can induce us to ſhip any cottons at all during the exiſtence of 
the plague here; for by arriving after our markets are ſupplied, loaded beſides with ten 
per cent. extra charges, incurred in the ports where they perform quarantine, they 


are ſold to a conſiderable loſs. This circumſtance alone is ſufficient to account for 


the preſent inſignificance of our trade, and the conſequent little advantage the nation 
reaps from it. In what a different ſituation would the eſtabliſhment of a lazaretto 
put it? By depriving the Dutch of the advantages they now enjoy, we ſhould be 


able to ſupply the whole quantity of cotrons demanded at our markets; inſtead of only 


ſending five thouſand: bales, we' ſhould ſend more than double that quantity annually ; 


and as by a fixed regulation of the Levant company, we can only purchaſe the pro- 


ducts of this country with the produce of goods ſent from England, the importation | 
of our manufactures would increaſe in the ſame proportion. The quantity of ſhipping 
employed in the trade would likewiſe be doubled, and by earning the freight which 
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. is now paid to the Dutch, on the cottons they ſend to England, it would be fo 
much clear gain to the nation, added to the advantages which would attend the exten- 


ſion of its navigation, and the increaſe of the conſumption of irs manufactures; advan- 


rages which are now enjoyed by our rivals the Dutch, the 2 of whofe trade 
is founded on the ruin of ours. 8 

We are aware that the building of a lazaretto would coſt the nation a conſiderable 
ſum of money ; but we think the commercial advantages it would derive from it would 
alone be more than a ey ene for ſuch a charge. It would not only be the ſhips 
which load in the ports of Turkey, but thoſe from all the & na in the e den 
| which would contribute to its ſupport. | 
Admitting, however, that the Turkey trade is not © fo far worth the notice of govern- 
ment as to induce it to build a lazaretto for it, the confideration alone of its preſerv- 
ing the nation from the great riſk it now evidently runs of ſuch a great calamity 
as the plague being introduced into it, we preſume is of ſufficient importance to make 
government determine on a meaſure which every ſtate in Italy has conſidered ſo 


neceſſary, that the moſt inſignificant amongſt them have their lazarettos. The know- 
ledge you have acquired of the plans and regulations of theſe, and every other lazaretto 


in Europe, in. your preſent tour, is ſo much ſuperior to any information we can give 
you, that we do not preſume to trouble you on the ſubject. 


Should your repreſentations meet with the ſucceſs they will deſerve, the nation at 


large will experience in a new inſtance, the advantages that can be derived from the 


purſuits of a

which J received from a very intelligent merchant in the Levant. 

Firſt. Our cotton manufactories will then be regularly ſupplied with Turkey cotton 
directly from the place of its growth, and conſequently there will no longer be any 
occaſion for their being ſupplied from Holland, France and Italy, as has been too 
much the caſe ſince the conſumption of this article in England has become ſo very 
conſiderable, to the no ſmall prejudice of the nation: * as ſuch cottons purchaſed 


* Perhaps the trade to Turkey is more beneficial than to any other country ; for we there receive raw mate- 
rials, which we return manufactured: for cottons, by articles of agreement with the Ottoman court, are not 
paid for in money, (as hemp, iron &c. are in Ruſſia) but by our manufactured goods. This trade ** | 
clogged is ſtill conſiderable, 'as may appear from the exports in the year 1 786.

rally (I believe we may ſay always) again purchaſed for the London market with bills 
of exchange upon London ; whereas, the cottons imported by the Levant 2 can 
only be purchaſed with the products of goods imported from England. 

2. As it is calculated that at leaſt one half of the cottons that are manufactured 
in England are purchaſed in Holland, France and Italy; “ and as theſe cottons, it is 
preſumed vill, aſter a lazaretto is built, be imported directly from the place of their 
growth, there will conſequently be employed near double the tonnage now employed by 
the Levant company, to the no ſmall advantage of the nation, ariſing from the clear 
profit of the freights, the increaſe of our navigation, and the increaſe of our ex- 
ports in goods inſtead of ſpecie. F _ 1 | 

3. In anſwer to the objection that Turkey will not take off a any more of our fabrics 
and ſtaple commodities, than are now conſumed there, it ſhould be obſerved, that, 


as the importation of cotton into Holland, France and Italy, will decreaſe for want of 


the uſual demand for the London market, their exports will alſo decreaſe in propor- 
tion; and conſequently make room for a greater quantity of ours. The Dutch will 


no longer ſend our tin and lead adulterated to the Turkey markets. They and the 
French will ſend thither a leſs quantity of their cloth, and this will make more room for 


our ſhalloons, which have already begun to give a fatal blow there to the French cloth 
trade. 


We may alſo ſupply the Turks with part of thoſe Eaſt and Weſt Indian commo- 


dities, which they now receive from the French, Dutch and other nations. 
4. The building of a lazaretto in England, and the prohibition of the importation 
of any Turkey goods, any other way than directly, will be the effectual means to pre- 
vent the introduction of the plague, of which there is now very great danger, on account 
of the cottons that come to us by way of Holland. Theſe, though ſhipped in the 
| Levant, in time of the plague, are while under quarantine in Holland never opened 
and aired, as is done in all the lazarettos in the Mediterranean, but forwarded to 
| England in their original packages, where they perform again the ſame ſlovenly qua- 


rantine; and are then ſent down to our manufacturing towns, where they are ff un- 


packed, and where by this means the plague may very eaſily be introduced. 

With regard to the danger of the introduction of the plague from Holland, the 
following tranſlated quotation from Dr. Hodges's Treatiſe on the Plague of London in 
1665, will confirm the opinion above ſtated. © With reſpe& to the origin of our 


J am informed, that of eighteen thouſand bags of Turkey cotton uſed in England, fix thouſand only 
are imported from Turkey in Engliſh bottoms. The reſt we owe to Holland, Marſeilles and Leghorn. 

+ 'The employment of ſeamen is a point of eee to the public; for great numbers of thoſe who were 
diſcharged at the concluſion of the late war, having been improvident, and not readily finding employment, 
fell into vices which terminated in their ruin. Of this I was convinced by my late viſits to the priſons.

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« peſtilence, I do not heſitate to affirm, from the fulleſt authority of undeniable teſti- 
ce mony, that it firſt entered this iſland by means of contagion, and was brought from 


e Holland in merchandiſe imported from that country, where it had made great ravages 


ce the preceding year; and if any one is deſirous of inquiring further into its origin, 1 
ce inform him, that if any credit is to be given to report, its ſeeds were brought into 
ce Holland from the A urkiſh empire, along with cotton, n is a moſt faithful pre- 


ce ſerver of contagion.

I will add that a lazaretto in England would prevent the nen danger. Some 


merchants in the Levant, when the ſhips muſt come out with foul bills, ſend the 


cottons to the iſlands, or ſome other places which are clear of infection, there to 
perform quarantine. But this quarantine being (as I have ſeen) a very ſlight one, of 


only twenty days, and yet entitling the ſhips to clean bills with which e come to 
England, is by no means a ſufficient ſecurity.

PAPERS RELATIVE TO THE PLAGUE. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE PLAGUE. 


ON my departure for my late tour, I was furniſhed by two of my medical friends, 


Dr. Aikin and Dr. Jebb, with a ſet of queries reſpecting the plague, to be put to ſome 


of the moſt experienced practitioners in the places which J meant to viſit. I fulfilled 
this commiſſion as well as I was able, and brought back the reſult i &veral papers in 
the French and Italian languages, which Dr. Aikin, to whoſe aſſiſtance I am indebted 
for a variety of profeſſional matter in this work, has methodized and abridged fo as to 
form one connected article. J here give it to the public; with a view of ſhewing the 
opinions prevalent concerning that diſeaſe in the countries where it is beſt known by 


EXPERIENCE, and thereby eſtabliſhing ſome of the moſt important fas relative to its 
prevention. 


1. Is the Infection of the Plague frequently communicated by the Touch? 
RaAvMOND, Phyſician, MARSEILLES. It is ſometimes ſo communicated. 


DeMoLLINS, Surgeon, MakskILLESs. There are inſtances of perſons in the lazaretto 


who touch infected things and bodies without catching the diſeaſe ; which ! is to be attri- 
buted to their temperament of body.

Giovaxnl II, Phyſician to: the Lazaretto at LæeHON. The plague cannot be com- 


municated without very near approach or touch of an infected body or ſubſtance; and 


the air cannot be the vehicle of this infection. 


Tuer, Phyſician to the Laxaretto at MALTA. All wh approach the atmoſphere of 
a peſtilential body may receive the infection by reſpiration; and it is almoſt always 


_ obſerved that the contagion is received before approaching or touching the ſick perſon. 


Yet it may happen that a perſon may inhabit the ſame chamber with, and even touch 
a Patient in the plague without being infected; inſtances of which 1 have known. 


Monk Axpr, Phyſician, Venics. Contact is one of the moſt powerful and danger- 


ous means of communicating the infection; but for the developement of its effects a 
prediſpoſition in the receiving body is neceſſary. 


VxRDONI, Phyſician, TxixsrE. It is moſt frequently communicated by the touch. 


It has been given by a flower held and ſmelt at, firſt by two perſons who remained 


free, then by a third, who was ſeized and died in twenty-four hours. 


A Jew Paysicilan of SMyRnNa, The infection is in reality communicated by the touch 


alone ; for all who keep from contact of infected perſons or things remain free. To the 


effect of contact, however, a certain diſpoſition of the air is neceſſary; for we often ſee 


infected perſons arrive from other countries, yet the diſeaſe does not ſpread. But 
what this diſpoſition is, can ſcarcely be conceived. Commonly, in this climate, the 


diſeaſe appears at the end of ſpring, and continues to the middle of ſummer, with this 


particularity, that in cloudy weather, and during the ſirocco wind, the attacks are 
more frequent. Alſo, in the ſame diatheſis of the air, ſome receive the infection, 
while others expoſed to the fame dangers eſcape it. From obſervation it appears, that 


cachectic perſons, and thoſe of conſtitutions nn in acid, do not readily take it. 


The contagious miaſms may lie dormant in the body for ſome time without doing 
the leaſt harm, till ſet | in rggtion by ſudden fear, or the exceſſive heat of a bath.

4; Td what diſtance is the Air round the patient infected? How far does actual contaff— 
wearing infected clothes, or touching other things — produce the diſeaſe? 


Raymond. The infected are converſed with without danger acroſs. a barrier whicli 
ſeparates them only a few paces. 


DeMoLLiNs. The air round the patient is infected more or leſs according to the degree 
of the poiſon which exhales. Here, in the lazaretto, they are ſpoken with acroſs two barriers 
a few paces from each other, without fear of contagion. Hence it would appear that the 
plague is communicated only by the touch, or ſtill more by wearing infected clothes. | 


GiovANELLI. If one ſpeaks of an infected perſon ſhut up in an unventilated chamber, 
it may be ſaid that the whole atmoſphere is dangerous; but. if one ſpeaks of a patient ex- 
poſed to the open air, it has been- proved that the ſphere of infection does not. extend be- 
yond five geometrical paces from his body. Beyond this diſtance one is in ſafety. The 
actual touch of an infected perſon or thing is proved to be IJ dangerous by fatal expe- 


rience ; but to what degree, is not aſcertained. 


Laxy. The infection only extends ſome paces ; ad the- miaſms at the diſtance of 
about ten paces are ſo corrected by the air, as to loſe all their activity. It may be communi- 


_ cated by touching infected things, eſpecially of a porous nature, as cloth, wool, ſkins, &c.. 


Vervoxrt. From the moment of infection, to the time when nature has entirely diſſi- 
pated the contagious principle, which uſually happens in forty days, there 1s always a, capa- 
city of communicating infection. The degree of infection is in proportion to the volume 
of air ſurrounding the patient; the air being what abſorbs, diſſipates and deſtroys the con- 
tagious principle. Infected ſubſtances communicate the. diſeaſe for many years, in pro- 
portion to the ventilation they have undergone, or of which they aro ſuſceptible. 

Jew Praysiclan. The degree of infection in the air about the ſick depends upon the 
greater or leſs malignity of the diſeaſe, and other circumſtances. The air about poor 
patients is more.

| 4. What are the Senſons in which the Plague chiefly appears ; and what is the interval 
| between the Infection and the Diſeaſe ? 


RayMonp. The plague ſhews itſelf at all ſeaſons ; but leſs at the two ſolſtices. 


DzmorLLins. Great ravages may be made in all Teaſons, but principally in the greateſt 


heats of ſummer. 
From the infection to the diſeaſe is two or three days. 


GiovaxELLI. The plague appears at all times, in the ſame manner as poiſons at all 
times produce their effects. But obſervation ſhews that its ravages are greater in hot ſea- 
ſons than in cold ; and it ſeems that nner and the firſt months of autumn are moſt to 
be dreaded. 

There is no certainty as to the interval between the infection and the n as it 
depends on che particular conſtitution of the patient. 


Tazy. Warm moiſt ſeaſons contribute to the production of all contagious diſeaſes. 
The interval from the infection to the ſeizure is various, according to the virulence of 
the poiſon and the conſtitution of the patient. Sometimes 1 it acts ſlowly, 3 like 
a ſtroke of lightning. 


Verpont. The ſpring is the principal ſeaſon. 

Generally the diſeaſe ſhews itſelf at the inſtant of the touch, like an dloftrical ſhock. 
Sometimes a perſon retains the contagious principle without any ſenſible effect, and after 
ſeveral days communicates it unknowingly to a third, in whom, if prediſpoſed to the 
diſeaſe, it becomes active; or otherwiſe, it may be communicated to others ſucceſſively 
in the ſame way, till it becomes diſſipated and annihilated, as happened at Smyrna in 
17 $3. In bodies prediſpoſed it very rarely conceals itſelf till the third day.

1928 Raymond. The plague often conceals itſelf under the form of an inflammatory, ardent, 
or malignant fever. Tumours of the Glands are ſometimes its firſt ſymptom. 


DruorlLIxs. The firſt ſymptoms of the plague vary; but the moſt common are buboes 
in the armpit and groin, parotids, and carbuncles in various parts of the body. 


_ GIOVANELLI, The fiſt ſymptoms are, debility, fever, exceſſive thirſt followed by great 


heat ; ; after which, carbuncles or buboes appear in the parotids, armpits, ang groin. 


This laſt 1s ſooner attacked than the armpit. 
T HEY, Swellings in the armpits and groin are, indeed, the characteriſtics of the 


plague; yet they are neither the ſole, nor the firſt ſymptoms; and oſten are not ſeen « at 


all, as when the plague diſguiſes itſelf under the form of other diſeaſes. 


Moxanpi. Glandular ſwellings are properly the ſymptom of the ſecond ſtage, and are 
preceded by thoſe febrile ſymptoms which are immediately conſequent upon the re- 
ception of 'the contagion; ſuch as, pain in the head, drowſineſs, great proftration of 
ſtrength, dryneſs of the tongue, vomiting, hiccough, tremor, diarrbæ a. 


VERDORI. Its firſt ſymptoms are relative to the conſtitution of the year, and of the 


body ſeized, and the place where it was produced, or whence it came. In 178 3 all the 
parts of Natolia were infected; and the diſeaſe tranſported to Smyrna, which is in the 


centre, was extinguiſhed without the death of a ſingle perſon. Generally, the plague of 
Conſtantinople tranſported to Smyrna does little harm. That of Egypt cauſes havock 


as in every country. That of the Thebais is always cruel, and carried to lower Egypt 


is fatal. The inguinal glands are the moſt generally affected. 
Jew Pavsiclan. The ſwelling of the glands i is ſeldom the firſt ſymptom. Patients 


are every day ſeen, who, being ſuppoſed ill of another diſorder, in two, three, or more 


days ſhew glandular ſwellings or carbuncles, by which the plague is manifeſted. On 


the contrary, many, who from the uſual ſigns are ſuppoſed to have the plague, become 


well in a day or two without the leaſt tumour or external appearance. The firſt ſymp- 
toms are, horripilation, or actual ſhivering, nauſea or vomiting, loſs of ſtrength, and 
fever. Theſe are common to many diſeaſes ; but the pathognomonic ſigns are, a dif- 
ference in the pulſations of the two ſides, with this circumſtance, that from this diverſity 


a prognoſtic ariſes; it having been obſerved, that if the pulſe on the ſide of the tumour 


or carbuncle be greater or more frequent, it bodes well ; whereas if it be ſmaller, it ſhews 


greater malignity, and there is more to be feared. Further, there is obſerved among the 


firſt ſymptoms a viſible pulſation in the carotids, greateſt on the affected fide; and alſo 


a cryſtalline vivacity in the eyes, with a kind of contraction and diminution of the eye 


on the ſide affected.

MoranD1. It is certain from multiplied obſervations, that there are two ſorts of peſti- 
lential fevers, ſimilar in appearance; one of which proceeds from the contamination of the 
air alone, and is communicable to any diſtance ; the other is produced alone by contact, 


or near approach. The former of theſe is properly termed a peſtilential fever, the latter a 
contagious one,

Another, in another year, 
cured the plague by bleeding and an antiphlogiſtic regimen. ho : 

My brother in Cairo treated it like a pituitous biliary fever, with vomits, ſaponaceous 
attenuants, and antiphlogiſtics, and ſucceſsfully. | 

Some failors in Conſtantinople in the phrenſy of the plague, have thrown themſelves into 
the ſea; and it is ſaid that on being taken out, they have recovered. 

My opinion upon the whole is, that the treatment ought to be relative to the particular 
conſtitution of the year, and of the patient, by which the nature of the diſeaſe itſelf is 
greatly varied. 


Jew 8 Bleeding in many caſes may be ſerviceable, as I have known patients 
who were bled by miſtake, recover ; and others recovered from a moſt deſperate condition 
by a ſpontaneous hæmorrhage. On the other hand, perſons have been apparently injured 
by both theſe circumſtances. The difference of effect ſeems to depend on the ſtate of the 
blood, whether it be diſpoſed to coagulation or diſſolution.

The 
ufual length of the diſeaſe is that of other acute diſorders, but Re when ue tumours 
come to ſuppuration. . 


GrovaneLLi. The proportion of deaths is variable and uncertain. As to duration, 


when the diſeaſe is very acute and fatal, the patient generally dies within five days from 


the firſt invaſion of the fever, or firſt marks of the plague, When he recovers, no cer- 
tain termination can be aſſigned. If the time of healing all the ſores be reckoned, it may 
run on to three, four, five months, or more. 


Tuxr. The mortality is very various. Of ten whom I treated in the lazaretto, three 
died. I have obſerved that the fever uſually runs on to twenty or twenty-one days. 


MoranDi. The bills of mortality of places viſited by the plague uſually amount to 
about thirty per cent, ſometimes they riſe to fifty. (He ſeems to mean of the 


whole number of inhabitants.) 


VEerDont. The proportion of deaths varies infinitely, It has been obſerved that the 


Jews in Conſtantinople and Smyrna loſe only one third, which is attributed to the care 


they take of their ſick. At Cairo, on the other hand, they are the firſt attacked, and 
loſe more than three fourths. The Turks loſe two thirds ; other nations a little more or 
leſs : the Europeans at Cairo loſe five ſixths. 

Sometimes it kills immediately ; ; ſometimes in twenty-four hours ; commonly in dons 
days. When the patient gets over the ninth day, there are great hopes of recovery, as 
the buboes are then ſuppurated. They may, however, die within the fortieth day, eſpe- 


cially if they commit any irregularity, the principal of which is eating fleſh, which 


inſtantly cauſes a return of fever, and death. It never paſſes beyond the fortieth day. 


Jew Paysrcian. The mortality is various, as alſo the duration. Some die in two, 


three, or four days; ſome hold out ſix, eight or more. 


FRA. Luici. Generally more die than ſurvive; but in our hoſpital of San Antonio of 


Smyrna, from the care taken of the ſick, the number recovering has for eighteen years 
paſt exceeded that of the dead.

with vinegar; taking great care to leave nothing that is infected. The bodies of the dead 
are buried in a place ſet apart for that purpoſe ; and their beds and bedding are burned. As 
to other things, not uſed during the illneſs, the linen is waſhed with ſoap and ley; the woollen 
clothes are put into ſea water for two days, and then ventilated for twenty days; thoſe which 


| would be ſpoiled by water are hung on a line in air for forty days, and . from 
time to time according to their quality. 


Mor anDr. A fire is to be kept conſtantly i in the fick Abbes in all ſeaſons. All 
fæces &c. are to be immediately removed. Clean ſhirt and ſheets daily. The healthy 
muſt avoid commerce with the infected; muſt purge gently now and then, ſmoke tobacco, 
drink pure wine medicated with wormwood, gentian, 9 &c. and 8 fear and 
other paſſions, and exceſs of all kinds. 


Jew PaysIcian. No means of prevention are uſed in the Turkiſh dominions. 


Fra. Luci. The means uſed for ſtopping the contagion are purifying places and 


things by fire, water, and air. 


VERDONI. The beſt preſervatives are l to be, prinkling the room with 
vinegar, perfumes, ventilation, and fumigation. The Greeks in Smyrna, during Lent, 
when they eat only vegetables, are very ſeldom attacked ; while among thoſe who 
eat fleſh the contagion makes great havock. Hence the beſt means of prevention are 


to eat moderately, and not at all of animal food; to drink water and vinegar ;* to 


ſprinkle the chamber with the latter, and uſe frequent ventilation; to change the

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.OBSERVATIONS. 


Trovcn there are various points in which the anſwerers of the preceding queſtions 
diſagree, yet it is with pleaſure I obſerve that they all in the moſt explicit manner concur in 
repreſenting the plague as 2 contagious diſeaſe, communicated by near approach to, or actual 
contact with infected perſons or things. This is a fact of the greateſt importance to be eſtabliſn- 
ed, as all the propoſed means of prevention by cutting off communication with the ſources of 
infection, muſt depend upon it: it is a fact too, which one would ſuppoſe after ſuch mani- 
fold and repeated experience, no one would now call in queſtion. Yet a late medical writer 
of reputation, Dr. Maximilian Stoll of Vienna, has not ſcrupled publicly to hazard an opi- 


nion, that the plague is not contagious; and this even with a view to the natural but moſt | 


dangerous conſequence, that the uſual means of preventing its ſpread from one country to 
another by reſtrictions on commercial intercourſe, are unneceſſary and improper. This 
doctrine is aſſerted in his Pars ſecunda Rationis Medendi, printed at Vienna in 1778 (Vid. 
p. 59 and ſeg.). It does not belong to me to enter into a medical diſputation on this head; 
yet I cannot avoid obſerving, that it appears very ſtrange and ſuſpicious, that he ſhould 
go back to Livy' s Roman Hiſtory for proofs to eſtabliſh his point, totally neglecting all the 
facts concerning the numerous viſitations of the plague recorded in modern medical books, 
or which had "PROS n his own time. I Ware profeſſional men will lay very 


The 1 ingenious Dr. Schotte, in a 0 on a ow fever, which May at Oi in 8 year einen 
proved fatal to the greateſt part of the Europeans, and to a number of the natives, (publiſhed in 1782 by 
Murray in Fleet- ſtreet) conſiders the following among the predi/po/{ng cauſes of the diſeaſe :—the garriſon ſubſiſt- 
ing, during the whole year, chiefly upon animal food, particularly upon freſh beef which is ſupplied by nt 
Moors ;—the brackiſh well-water in which their victuals are boiled, and which ſerves them as conſtant drink; —the 
impure air breathed by many of the ſlaves, who are locked up together in the ſame raum during the night and ya 
avant of motion during the day time, which the irans on their feet impoſe on them. 

Among the means of preventing the diſeaſe, the doctor mentions the neceſſity of pemperance in eating, Sink 
ing &c. yet he acknowledges that governor CLARK E lived very regularly in every reſpect; he © took the tincture 
< of bark and bitters three times a day, and uſed every. other precaution to avert the diſeaſe, but meffectually.“ 
This German phyſician has ſaid much in praiſe of wine, and tells us: From my own experience I believe

its expulſion, And the uſe of this with /ar/aparilla he thinks was the means of curing himſelf of that diſeaſe ;** 
«« yet” he adds, page 158; © as the c:ly European, who eſcaped this diſeaſe entirely, did not make the leaſt uſe of 
« any ſpirituous liquor, I would confine my advice to ſuch perſons only, as are accuſtomed to it. The perſon in 
«« queſtion, who affords this very ſtriking exception, is a Mr. Ha RR, maſter of a merchant ſhip, who had been 
rat Senegal backwards and forwards for ſeveral times, but was reſiding there, at the time the diſeaſe raged, and 
« for two years before. He was more expoſed to the infection than many others, for he lived in the houfe of a 
« dreadful-looking patient, who was ſwelled and puffed up, before he died, Hke a putrid corpſe. He alſo waited 
* on him out of humanity day and night, becauſe the blacks were afraid of going near him, on account of his

Given i in a LETTER from an OFFICER to his FerLow-C1TIZEN f in Y amok. 


PRINTED AT VENICE IN 1784. 


4s NOM 1782 the plagues was reported to be in Tutkiſh Boſnia, and a line of troops in 


conſequence was poſted on the frontiers; but on the news that, the diſeafe was only 
a common epidemic, this was withdrawn. The plague, however, breaking out with 
great fury in the capital city of Serraglio, the line was again placed i in June 1783. 


The danger was the greater, as in the famine of 1782 many inhabitants of Venetian 


Dalmatia had gone into the adjacent Imperial and Turkiſh derrittries, whence it * 
be expected that they would now return. 


At the end of June 1783 the plague broke out in the town of Dolaz in er 
where it was brought by the returning emigrants. 

Caſerns, or wooden huts, were erected for the reception of all the emigrants, under 
the inſpection of the military poſts in the frontiers. 

In Auguſt, the diſeaſe appeared among the caſerns, near the poſt of Billibrigh, and 
ſpread to the national militia there encamped. 


Soon after, it appeared in the large town of Ecuazea | in the territory of a and ſpread 
to many other places of that diſtrict. 


In X September, the plague broke out in the ſuburbs of Cliſſa, the territory of which 
immediately borders on that of Spalato, on which account a ſeparation was made by 


means of ſtockades and bars. The maritime towns and iſlands were ſtill allowed free

On January zoth 1784, one Simon Chiapiglia of the borough of Luzaz,” adjoining to 


palato, after a fever of five days, was found to have a tumour in the groin of a ſuſpicious 


nature, eſpecially as he had been employed as a porter in a lazaretto, from eee 
after his quarantine, he had been diſmiſſed on January 21ſt.

On February 5th, a boy died after an illneſs of four days on volts a Rovigneſe veſſel, 
laden with wool, ſkins, bags &c. belonging to Ottoman ſubjects of Boſnia, which goods 
had undergone purification in a lazaretto. The boy's diſeaſe was declared by the 
phyſician to be only a verminous fever. The veſſel failed away on February gth, and 
on the 21ſt put into Porto Cigalle in the iſland of Loſſin Piccolo, where the maſter and 


two ſailors were taken ill, and ſoon died. This excited an alarm, and the two remaining 


ſailors and goods were put in a lazaretto, along with three galley ſlaves, and all 
underwent a thorough purification. But neither theſe ſailors, who wore the clothes of 
their deceaſed comrades, nor the ſlaves, were attacked with any ſickneſs. 

On the 10th of March, ſome deaths, after ſhort illneſs began to take place in Splat J 
in ſuch, however, the phyſicians recognized no contagious quality. ;

The contagion now began to ſpread in every part of the city and ſuburbs, and through 
all ranks of people. It got even into a monaſtery, where an abbeſs and ſome nuns died.

The firſt mode of ſeparation practiſed, was to place a large number of wine-vats in a 


certain part called Brecchia, to ſerve as receptacles for the moſt ſuſpected perſons of - 


the city, who were taken out of the infected houſes, and lodged there. 


A large houſe, and ſome other adjacent ones in the re of Luzaz were chen ſet 


apart as an hoſpital for the infected. 


A camp was then formed in St. Stefano, a remote and open . into which the ſuſ- 


pected, after waſhing in the ſea, and change of all their garments, were taken. Many 


ſoldiers and town's ge were received into traced felt of whom were l Epen 


from infection.

19. There mall alſo be appointed by the college two deputies, of the beſt abilities, 
out of the body of the Jewiſh nation, who, eſcorted by a foot ſoldier, ſhall be charged 
to viſit all the houſes after ſun rife, to inform themſelves of the ſtate of health of all the 
families ; and if any perſon be found fick, to interdict immediately the houſe, and give 


notice without delay, of the circumſtance to the office of health, in order for proper 
inſpeCtion and care. 


20. It is underſtood that their Si is ſhut, and all their functions ſuſpended, ſo 


a that no aſſemblies of any ſort ſhall be held among them. 


All the dogs and cats which ſhall be found wandering either in the city or the 
3 3 as being capable in the preſent conjuncture of cauſing dangerous effects, 


ſhall be killed; to which purpoſe, the official inſpectors, the deputies, and all other 


public perſons of ſuitable rank, ſhall be reſpectively charged with the moſt abſolute orders. 
22. The canons, prieſts, and deputies of viſitation of the reſpective diſtrifts, every 


morning after they have performed their viſit, ſhall report to the commiſſioners and to 
the college all the incidents and diſcoveries that they have met with, in writing, and 


ſpecifying the diſtrict, name and ſurname of the families infected or ſuſpected, and the 
number of which each family conſiſts. 


23. Every death which happens ſhall immediately be returned to the commi imoners 


and the college, with injunction to the phyſicians, ſurgeons, and deputies of inſpection 


to bring the atteſtation of the circumſtances of the caſe, and examination of che body to 

the ſame commiſſioners and office of health without delay. 
24. All the reſpective deputations that ſhall have particular keto committed to 

them by the college concerning the events of the contagion, prevention of the ſame, or 


Other buſineſs, ſhall every day report to the commiſſioners and college what has happened 
with relation to their inſpection, in order that all events of every kind may be always 


at hand, for the ſake of timely proventione” 25.

AN ACCOUNT OF FOREIGN 1 419 
AND HOSPITALS. 


Iser out on my laſt foreign tour in November 1785, and went firft to Holland. 
I ſtayed there a few weeks, and made ſome obſervations on the priſons and hoſpitals. 
But I will defer my account of theſe obſervations; and begin with the priſons and 
hoſpitals at Lyons in France. I was there in the latter end of December; and in 


the priſon of S. Joſeph there were then about ſixty criminals in the inner court, and 


fourteen in the dark dungeons twelve ſteps under ground. I perceived, however, 
ſome effects of a more liberal ſpirit towards the priſoners than I had ſeen in my 
former viſit; for ſeveral who were confined in the dungeons at night, were in the 
day permitted to be in the court; and a new priſon is building in which there 
will be no dungeons, and the rooms for the Hepatation of Bee will be leſs 
cloſe and confined.* 


| La Quarantaine (a houſe built on the bank of the Soane, without the city, for thoſe 


who fled from the plague at Marſeilles in 1720,) is now uſed as a priſon for vagabonds 
and beggars. Theſe are lodged in ten lofty and airy rooms twenty feet ſquare, which o pen 


into a corridor about ten feet wide. There are ſeveral other rooms, ſome of which 1 
found occupied by venereal patients, All the rooms have oppoſite windows for giving 
a free paſſage to the air; and there 1s alſo Fx of water conſtantly running into 
ſtone troughs. 4 OW vg 
La Chariti or the General Heſpital is an excellent inſtitution, the aſtablifiunent of 
which was occaſioned by a dreadful famine in France in 1531. The firſt diſtribution 
of bread, during that calamity, was here made to many thouſands who crowded into the 


city. The filk manufacture alſo, by which the trade of this flouriſhing city has been 0 


greatly increaſed, * at that time: and a " manufacture 1 is ſtill carried on in this 


* An architect, who was > wales? in fniſting the draught of the new priſon at Tholouſe, told me, that it 
was built on arcades; had a ſurrounding wall, and no dungeons; and that each priſoner was confined without 


irons, in a room about eight feet men and ten high. This information was confirmed to me by an 
inhabitant of that city. 


+ Here I ſaw the ſurgeon ſtupify many of the female patients, by the new and FRET TOO deception of 


animal magnetiſm. 


2 In the court where I was confined in the lazaretto at Venice, there is a large well, and at the ade of it an 
ancient circular ſtone-baſin, which ſtill continues very convenient for waſhing the linen of thoſe in quarantine. 


I have ſeen ſuch conveniences in the E in Spain, and have often wiſhed to ſee them in our own priſons.

hoſpital, in which a great number of children are employed, who are clean, and neatly | 


clothed in — black — white — and blue, to diſtinguiſh — the foundlings — legitimate 


children abandoned by their parents — and orphans. Theſe children are kept in the 
houſe till fo late an age as twenty-five, that they may contribute ſomewhat to the expenſe 
of their education, and alſo be better able to maintain themſelves after being diſcharged.* 

I was ſurpriſed to find the ſtate of the Hotel-Dieu fo different as it was, from my former 


account. But having not then ſeen the well- regulated hoſpitals of Italy and Spain, perhaps 
| 1 was now toe much ſtruck with the difference; and, perhaps alſo, an allowance ſhould 


be made for my now ſeeing this hoſpital in the depth of winter. The ſummer white 
furniture of the beds was changed into a dirty blue harrateen, with uſeleſs fringes, well 
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fitted to retain infection. The rooms were naſty and offenſive ; and two patients in many 


of the beds, but not one window open; the medical gentlemen here, and alſo the cha- 


ritable /iſters, being prejudiced againſt a free circulation of air, as well as againſt 88 
rooms clean by waſhing them. 


There are particular rooms deſtined for ſuch of the ſick as pay twenty-five ſous": a "ay. 
Theſe always lie ſingle, and have ſome little diſtinction in their diet. There is alſo a 
room for the purpoſe of diſtributing medicines three times a week. An account of theſe, 
and many other particulars reſpecting this extenſive charity, may be ſeen in a ſmall volume, 
quarto, entitled, Statuts et Reglements Generaux de I Hotel-Dieu de la ville de Lyon. 


A ſociety in this city, called, La Confrairie de la Miſericorde, was eſtabliſhed in 1636, 


of the fame kind with one which I formerly found in Italy, and whoſe . object 
is, viſiting, aſſiſting, and ſuccouring priſoners. 


At Avicnon,. the Priſon for the province is in the old CA OS in 9 are two large 


and lofty rooms for men, and one for women, with a chapel. The priſoners January 7, 


1786, were fifteen in number, all men, and none in irons. The cruelty of irons would 
here be very evident; for the thickneſs of the ſtone walls, the proximity of the. gaoler's 
apartment, and the fierceneſs of his dogs, muſt prevent an eſcape. On taking notice of 


the rings, pullies &c. for the torture; the gaoler told me, he had ſeen drops of blood mixed 
with the ſweat, on the breaſts of ſome who had ſuffered the torture.

The allowance to. the priſoners is one pound and a half of bread a a: 4 Ws C 


Sundays and Thurſdays they are ſupplied with a white loaf, broth and wine, by Les 


Freres de miſericorde, who alſo bring them clean linen, every week in ſummer, and 


once a fortnight in winter. When a criminal is condemned to death, he is informed 


of his ſentence at midnight; and at this hour, theſe charitable brethren go to him, and 


conduct him to the chapel ; where they continue with him till he is executed, which 
is about ten o'clock the next morning.

The Heſpita] contains two ſpacious wards for men, and two over them for women, 
with, an altar at the end of each ward. The patients are clothed in an uniform ; and 
they lie ſingle, in beds about eight feet aſunder. At the foot of each bed is written 
the patient's name, place of abode, entrance and diet; and likewiſe the preſcriptions 
of the doors, who, as well as the religieu/es make their viſits every day. More 
attention ſeems to be paid here to cleanlineſs and air than at Lyons ; but yet the ſurgeon 
complained that the flow (hoſpital) fever was produced by the infectious air of the houſe. 

At MaxsziLLes, the Priſon at the palace is ſmall, and in January 1786 was crowded 


| wah priſoners. The court and rooms below are for criminals, the rooms above for 


debtors. The criminals (about ſixty) lay on barracks, with ſtraw mattreſſes ; moſt of 
them were very dirty, but eſpecially the fick. Their bread was good ; the allowance two 
pounds a day; and.I was informed that Les Freres de mi i/ericorde ſupply them with ſoup 
every day, and with clean linen once a week, and viſit the priſon twice a week.“ 

In the great Hoſpital, the patients had iron bedſteads, with curtains and teſters. On 


the ſide of the wards there are covered walks or terraces ; very neceſſary for hoſpitals i in 
cities, which have not the advantage of gardens for convaleſcent patients. There is a 


new ſtaircaſe, which is eaſy and convenient for the ſick (being ſix feet wide, the ſteps 
ſixteen inches broad, the riſes three inches and a half) and, very properly, all of a 


with iron rails. 


The Galleys, formerly at Marſeilles, are now removed to the arſenal at Toui ox. | Five 
were moored near each other, and have their names on the ſtern, as the Firm, the Brave, 


the Intrepid &c. In them there were about ſixteen hundred priſoners, who are obliged always 
to wear a bonnet or cap, on which is fixed a tin plate with a number. Their caps were 


grey — oreen—and red, to diſtinguiſh, —deſerters— ſmugglers—and thieves ; theſe laſt 

are always branded before they leave the priſon of the place where they were condemned; 

ſome with the letter V (for Yoleur ) others with GAL. on the left ſhoulder. 
"Theſe galleys had only one deck. Many of their windows in the roofs were open; 


and, being ſwept twice every day, they were clean, and not offenſive. The ſlaves alſo were 


kept clean, and their clothing was neat, even in that galley which is appropriated to the aged 
and infirm. Some of them had been confined forty, fifty, and even ſixty years. All 
have a coat, waiſtcoat, trouſers, two ſhirts, and a pair of ſhoes, given them every year; 
and a great coat every two years. T hey had good brown bread, well baked, in loaves 
weighing a pound and three quarters. All had ſome little allowance in money, and to 
thoſe who worked was granted an additional allowance of three ſous every day for wine. In 
each galley there were two cantons (little rooms) one for wine, for thoſe who worked for 
Eovernrnent, the other for the ſale of white bread, greens &c. 


* I have — from a 8 to the health of the ben, that theſe friars would employ part of their 
charity in donations to thaſe of the priſoners who are moſt. cleanly in their perſons and rooms; and in procuring

Many worked at their own trades, as ſhoe- makers, baſket- makers &c. but none were 
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ee ſhops on ſhore as formerly at Marſeilles; nor have they the.; lang GaAs. 
convenience they had then for the ſale of their work. Forty were at work in La Place La Piace. 


(the ſquare) in the city, digging and removing the foil for the foundation of a houſe for 
the intendant.* Theſe were chained two and two, and when one wheeled the mould, the 
other carried the chain; but in digging, ſawing, and other ſtationary employments, 


both worked. Many were at work in the Ar/enal; and employed, ſome in moving, Azszxar. 


hewing and ſawing timber ; and others in the -cotton and thread manufactory. The 
number of thoſe engaged in the laſt of theſe employments was about two hundred. 
They were lodged in an adjoining hall; and I obſerved, that when they left off work 


they were ſearched to prevent their ſecreting any of the materials. All were loaded with 


chains of ſome kind or other. Thoſe employed in the manufactory (and ſome others 
in the arſenal) had only a ring on one leg; but this, and likewiſe the choice of irons, I 
found to be a diſtinction which might be purchaſed. The ſlaves who worked out of the 
arſenal were loaded with heavy chains; and few are able to eſcape: if any do eſcape, they 
are puniſhed, when retaken, in various ways.—Some by a confinement under heavier 
irons—Some by a recommencement of the term of their confinement — Some by 
whipping—And ſuch as had been condemned for life, by Hanging. ES 
Proteſtants are not compelled to attend at maſs. The laſt perſon who was confined for 
bis religion, was releaſed about eight years ago. There is but one ſlave here who now 
profeſſes himſelf a proteſtant, and his name is Frangois Cond?. He has been confined in 
the galleys forty two years, for being concerned with ſome boys in a quarrel, with a gentle- 


man (who loſt his gold-headed cane) in a private houſe in Paris. The boys were 


_ apprehended, and this Cond?, though only fourteen years of age, and lame of one arm, 
was condemned to the galleys for life. After four or five years he procured a bible, 


and learned by himſelf to read; and becoming, through cloſe attention to the ſcrip- - 


tures, convinced that his religion was antichriſtian, he publicly renounced it ; and 
declared and defended his ſentiments. Ever ſince he has continued a ſteady proteſtant, 
humble and ' modeſt, with a character irreproachable and exemplary, reſpected and 
eſteemed by his officers and fellow priſoners. I brought away with me ſome muſical 
pipes of his turning and tuning. He was in the galley appropriated to the infirm and 
aged ; and theſe, beſides the uſual allowance of bread, have an additional allowance from 
the king of nine LW 6 a day.

+ 1 was informed by a very reſpeQable perſon at Marſeilles, that the brother of an ancient lady in his 


family was, ſeveral years ago, apprehended by ſome dragoons, as he was coming from a conventicle or 
proteſtant meeting; that his /on /aw him taken, and immediately went to the governor and offered himſelf 
inftead of his father; and that he was accepted, and ſent to the galleys for /ife ; but at the end of ten years 
obtained his liberty ab a may” 8 interceſſion ; the father having juſt lived to ſee his fon releaſed.

Some of the fick in the Hoſpita! were in irons; but there were marks of attention 


and humanity towards them, for they lay in ſeparate beds, and the wards were quiet 


and not dirty. Engliſhmen are fi#ly prohibited from viewing the arſenal: I got, 
however, admiſſion, and paſſed ſome hours there on /wo ſeveral days. | 

In going over the wards of the marine Hoſpital I obſerved nothing remarkable. Its 
ſituation in a populous part of the city is very improper. The want of a free circu- 
lation of air muſt produce contagious. diſorders among the n! 5 and this will 
expoſe the ſurrounding inhabitants to great danger. 


I lay a few nights in the old caftle of PoxTMan, in the iſle of Port Croſve, and found 
there an ancient priſon. The deſcent is by a ladder; through a ſtone aperture of four 
feet diameter; which, after the ladder is removed and the hole covered, is a ſecure, but 
dreadful, place of confinement. As this is a priſon ſimilar to many in caſtles, in 
the barbarous ages, when ſecurity only was regarded, a drawing of it N not be 
unacceptable to ſome of my readers. See plates xv. XVI.

Taz Priſon at Nice has three ſtories, with four or five good rooms on each floor, 
which open into a gallery eight feet wide. The keeper has a neat room or two for 
the better ſort of debtors. Irons are never uſed except when priſoners are riotous or 
unruly ; and when this happens they are chained to the wall. Their-beds have mattreſſes 
and blankets. Their allowance is two pounds of bread a day, beſide ſupplies from 


| Charitable contributions; of which ſome came whilſt I was ia the priſon. 


There were about two hundred and fiſty galley-ſlaves (fo called) in dirty rooms near 
the water, who were at work in the pontous for clearing the harbour. Their bread 
was good, of which they had a daily allowance of two pounds, beſides four ounces 
of dried beans, without ſalt. They have alſo ſeven ſaus allowed them in money, on the 
days they work; but two /ous and a baff of this ſum are deducted for ſupplying them 
with ſoup. Sundays and Thurſdays are idle days with them, and then they are 
allowed only the two pounds of bread. * It may not be improper to add, that as the 


term of their confinement draws towards a concluſion, their ſlavery 18 relaxed, and 


ſome liberties are granted them. 


At the Hoſpital of Savona, as the old ſurgeon v went over the wards with me, | he ob- 
ſerved how improper it was not to ſeparate chirurgical from other patients ; or to ſuffer, 
as often happens, a perſon with a fractured bone, to lie with a perſon in a fever (though

having high rocks on each ſide of it, is badly ſituated. 

The Great Hoſpital has convenient receſſes, concealed by white curtains. A very large 
convent, in which only ten friars reſide, covers a great part of this hoſpital; and, I 
apprehend, annually occaſions the death of a number of patients double to that of friars 


in the convent. The benefactors to this hoſpital are diſtinguiſhed by the different poſtures 


and attitudes in which their ſtatues are placed, in the wards, and on the ſtaircaſe, according 
to the different ſums which they have contributed. Many are placed ſtanding ; but 

an hundred thouſand crowns entitles to a chair. I obſerved a ſtatue which had one 
of the feet under the chair; and was told that the reaſon was, that the benefactor 
honoured by it had contributed only ninety thouſand crowns. The ſtatues in the wards 
are nom injurious by harbouring duſt.F From a regard to the health of patients, I wiſh 

to ſee plain white walls in hoſpitals, and no article of ornamental furniture introduced. 
At Lxcronn, I obſerved in February 1786, in the Priſon for the Slaves and their 


infirmary, and in the City Hoſpital, the ſame order and humane attention, that I had 


obſerved in my former viſit. To the hoſpital a new ſpacious ward has been added. 


In the Hoſpital at Ps A, the attention paid to the ſick, eſpecially i in the clean and elegant 


ward for women, was very pleaſing; and muſt conduce much to the health of the 
patients, and to promote (particularly in young perſons) humane diſpoſitions, and a love 


of cleanlineſs. This ward is on a ground floor, and has iron-grated doors for the 
free admiſſion of light and air. It lies Juſt beyond an N N botanic yore which, 


through the iron grates, affords a pleaſant view. 
At FlonENcx, in 1 786, in the Priſons and Hoſpitals which I had ſeen about ven years 


before, I found the moſt pleaſing alteration had taken place, in conſequence of the great 


care and attention of the Grand Duke. The priſons were e nd debtors v were 

ſeparated from felons ; and the number of priſoners was diminiſhed. | 

A well regulated houſe of correction has been lately built here; the rules if Which! the 
| Grand Duke ordered to be copied for me; and his excellent new code of criminal laws, 
which were ſent me, evinces his great attention to the happineſs of his people. 

The wards round the garden of the Hoſpital of San Maria Nova being very properly 
contrived. for yang: the health and ewes of the patients, eſpecially convaleſcents ;

Tux  Prife at MALTA conſits of . dirty and offenſive rooms in the town-houſe, 
where in April 1786, there were nine priſoners. One of them, a Turk, had ſuffered the 


torture; in conſequence of which a mortification had taken place, and the ſurgeon was 


applying the bark internally, and externally: the ſecond time I ſaw him he was worſe ; ; 
but J did not continue long enough in the iſland to know the event. | 


The Slaves have many rooms, and each ſect their chapels or moſques, and fick rooms 
apart. A woollen manufactory is carried on by ſome of them; but the majority are blacks, 


and unhappy objects. For the religion (the knights ſo called) being ſworn to make 


perpetual war with the Turks, carry off by piracy many of the peaſants, fiſhermen, or 
ſailors from the Barbary coaſts. How dreadful ! that thoſe who glory in bearing on their 
breaſts the ſign of the Prince of peace, ſhould harbour ſuch malignantdiſpoſitions againſt 
their fellow creatures, and by their own example encourage piracy in the ſtates of Barbary. 
Do not theſe knights by ſuch conduct make themſelves the worſt enemies to the croſs

In this city there are two large hoſpitals, one for each ſex, ſupported 6 the 1 
The Hoſpital (de S. Jean de Jeruſalem * ) for men, is ſituated near the water. The three 
principal wards are in the form of a T, which communicate one with another, having an 
altar in the centre. By additional buildings the ward on one ſide is made longer than that 


on the other. Their breadth is thirty-four feet and a half, but the croſs ward is only 


nn feet and four inches wide. Theſe three wards — are called the hall.

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The pavement is of neat marble (or ſtone) ſquares. The cieling is lofty; but, being wood, Marr 
now turned black; the windows being ſmall, and the walls hung round with duſty Hosrirar. 


pictures, this noble hall makes but a gloomy appearance. All the patients lie ſingle. 
One ward is for patients dangerouſly ſick or dying; another for patients of the middle 
rank of liſe; and the third for the lower and poorer ſort of patients. In this laſt ward 
(Which is the largeſt) there were four rows of beds; in the others, only two. They were 
mann the neceſſity of perfuming them; and yet I obſerved 
that the phyſician, in going his rounds, was obliged to keep his handkerchief to his face. 
— The uſe of perfume 1 n reckon a proof of inattention to cleanlineſs, and 
airineſs; and this 1 ſtruck me here forcibly on opening ſome of the private 
cloſets, with which this ball is very properly furniſhed. — There are ſeveral other wards, 
and ſome ſingle rooms for ſuch. of the knights as chooſe to come here when ſick. There 
is likewiſe a large apartment in which the governor (always one of the knights) reſides 


during the time of his being governor, which is two years. He has a ſalary; and is 


generally, as a ſenſible gentleman here told me, a young and unexperienced perſon ; 
others, either not liking the confinement,. or being fearful of catching ſome diſtemper. 

The great hall already mentioned is on the ground floor; and under it is another hall, 
or rather a large ward, which is nothing but a dark and damp arched cellar. Here were 
cutaneous patients ; alſo fifty-two old infirm ſervants from the city, who are maintained 
by the religion. The firſt and the under-phyſician, with the ſurgeon, a few pupils, and 
one or two attendants , take the round or walk of the upper wards ; ; but i in this ward the 
firſt phyſician does not attend. In the great hall there is a ſlate fixed on the cloſet door 
at the ſide of the beds of the patients, on which the initial letters of their uſual medicines, 
diet &c. are written. On this ſlate alſo one of the pupils always marks the doctor's order, 
ſo that, at his next viſit, he may ſee his laſt preſcription. When theſe gentlemen go their 
rounds, all the patients are required to be in their beds. | 

The patients are twice a day, at eight and four, ſerved with iges; one of the 
knights, and the under- phyſician conſtantly attending in the two halls, and ſeeing the 
diſtribution. From the kitchen (which is darker and more offenſive than even the lower 
hall, to which it adjoins) the broth, rice, ſoup and vermicelli are brought in dirty kettles 
firſt to the upper hall, and there poured into three ſilver bowls, out of which the patients 
are ſerved. They who are in the ward for the very fick, and thoſe of the middle rank of 


. life, are ſerved in plates, diſhes and ſpoons of filver; but the other patients (who are 
far the moſt numerous) are ſerved in pewter. I objected to the ſweet cakes, and 


two ſorts of clammy ſweet· meats, which were given to the patients. 

The number of patients in this hoſpital during the time I was at Malta (March 29th 
to April 19, 1786) was from five hundred and ten, to five hundred and thirty-two. 
Theſe were ſerved by the moſt dirty, ragged, unfeeling and inbuman perſons I ever ſaw. 
I once found eight or nine of them highly entertained with a delirious. dying patient. 
The govern, told me they had only twenty-two ſervants, and that many of them were

debtors or criminals, who had fled thither for refuge.* At the ſame time I obſerved, 
number of mules, in the Grand Maſter's ſtables; and that there all was clean. I cannot 


help adding, that in the centre of each of theſe ſtables, there was a fountain out of which 
water was conſtantly running into a ſtone baſin; but that in the hoſpital, though 


there was indeed a place for a fountain, there was no water. 


There 1s great want of room in this hoſpital. I wares that a delirious patient who 


| diſturbed the other patients, might be lodged in a room by himſelf ; but was told, no

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fuch room could be found. Oppoſite to this hoſpital there is a large houſe, which 
is now uſed only for a waſh-houſe. A great improvement might be made by 


providing a waſh-houſe for the hoſpital ſome where out of the city (its only proper 


ſituation) and appropriating theſe ſpacious and airy apartments to poor knights and con- 
valeſcent patients, The flow hoſpital fever (the inevitable conſequence of cloſeneſs, 
uncleanlineſs and dirt) prevails here.

In the Ho ofpital for Women there were two hundred and thirty patients, who had all 
ſeparate beds. The governeſs attended me through every ward, and was conſtantly 
uſing her ſmelling bottle; in which ſhe judged very properly, for a more offenſive and 


dirty hoſpital for women I never viſited. F

In the Foundling Hoſpital there were thirty-nine girls from ſeven to about twelve 


years of age, who were clean both in their perſons and dreſs, but very pale.

offenſive. A piece of ground, which might contribute to their health by being made 


a play-ground, is a fort of uſeleſs garden. % 


Near the city are two Houſes for the Poor. In that for men, there were one hundred 


and forty poor perſons, who are lodged in eight or nine rooms in a range, on the 
ground floor; with a church appropriated to them, and apartments for a chaplain 
adjoining. Their allowance is a brown loaf (weight exactly 13.5.) ſome ſoup, and 
a little cheeſe, and on ſome days, a penny in money ; and many of them have a ſmall 


garden. There being no common hall, or dining-room, every one carries his proviſion | 
into his bed- room.

In the Stadt-Houje at AMSTERDAM, December 1785, there were ſeventeen debtors ; a 
January 24, 1787, there were nineteen. — No inhabitant of Armifterdam can be arreſted 


for debt without being three times ſummoned, with the interval of a fortnight between 


each citation : nor can any arreſt of perſon, or any execution, take place, till fix weeks 
after the laſt ſummons. There is, however, an exception to this rule in caſes of 
accepted bills of exchange, and when che debt is owing to a ſentence of a court of juftice 
for damages, and alſo when the debt is a rent payable on the firſt of May and November. 
In the two firſt of theſe caſes, only one ſummons is necefary ; and in the laſt, the three 
may take place 'in one day, and execution immediately follow. Strangers may at any 


time be arreſted, upon the plaintiff's ſwearing to the debt before the booft officier (or 


ſheriff) who gives an order periculo petentis, to arreſt the perſon of the debtor if he can 
be found in the ſtreet ; for his own apartment in a private houſe is ſaered; and cannot 
be forcibly entered, except by a deputation of the magiſtracy, called here the vollen 
gerecht, which conſiſts of the het Meier, two ſcheepens, their ſecretary, a meſſenger and 
conftables. In a public houſe leſs ceremony is uſed ; though if a landlord were to refuſe 


admittance, it is doubtful whether even here the offi cers could force an entry. —

IRISH PRISONS AND HOSPITALS. 


In 1787 and 1788, I viſited the Priſons lic and all the . C in 
IxELANxD; and had the pleaſure to find that, in many places, gentlemen were attentive 
to this important part of the police. The grand juries have granted very liberal preſent- 
ments, for the purpoſe of repairing or rebuilding their gaols, and. for ſupplying priſoners 
with neceſſaries in ſickneſs and health. On ſeeing gentlemen ſo liberal and benevolent, 
I could not but reflect with great concern, that many of the priſons now building will be 
monuments of the unſtilfulngſs of the architects, who are ignorant of what conſtitutes 


a. ſecure and healthy priſon. 


The new gaols, having pompous 8 appear * palaces to the lower cla of 


people in Ireland; and ſome perſons object againſt them on this account, eſpecially 


thoſe who are obliged to contribute towards their expenſe, and think it would be 
better if they were I commodious ; but if fri regulations were obſerved, and an act

miſinformed, the gaoler of this county makes a conſtant charge on that account, which is allowed. I ſuppoſe 
this practice in priſons and other crowded places has been favoured with a view of counteracting infection 


by means of the ſmoke ;* but where proper means are uſed for admiſſion of freſh air, no fumigation is 
neceſſary ; and where it is thought advantageous, much more effectual methods of applying the fume, as well as 


| fumes of a more ſalutary nature, may eafily be adopted. On the other hand, tea is rigorouſly prohibited in 


theſe houſes, though, in my opinion, it is one of the moſt innocent luxuries, and when uſed with milk and ſugar, 
is a wholeſome as well as an agreeable beverage. And what can be a more proper encouragement to thoſe who 


_ diſtinguiſh themſelves by their cleanlineſs and induſtry, than rewarding them with an indulgence which renews 


one of the comforts, perhaps, of more proſperous days; and which is neither hurtful to themſelves, nor offenſive 
to others, — I could wiſh that all o/ and infirm people, in all pariſh work- » had one third of their earnings, 


as is the caſe at Hamburg &c. which I am perſuaded would even be for the advantage of ſuch pariſhes. 


Before I conclude this ſubject of work-houſes, I muſt add, that I by no means approve of the idea of 


Pariſhes giving no relief to perſons out of their work-houſes.; for, even the beſt eſtabliſhments of this kind have 


ſomething. in them repugnant to the feelings of an Engliſhman, An ingenious writer has propoſed pari/ 


awork-ſbops (ſimilar to what F have mentioned at Vienna): and was not Mr. Henry Fielding's propoſal of the ſame 
nature? © that poor people might relieve themſelves ; and by repairing to them in the day-time, and receiving 


ce what they earned, they would be enabled to return to the comforts of their own fire fide, and be at liberty 
« to engage in any other occupation that might offer.” *« For the original inſtitution of the poor laws is, in 
« Judge Blackftone's words, to relieve the impotent poor, and them only; and to find employment for ſuch 
as are able to work: a plan more humane and beneficial than even feeding we cog of millions, by 

« affording them the means (with proper induſtry) to feed and clothe themſelves.” 

If all pariſhes were to procure the means of labour, both for men and women, I am perſuaded it would keep 
many out of thoſe places of confinement, pariſh work-houſes : and as for ſuch perſons as have nothing but their 
labour by which to ſupport themſelves, they ſhould be compelled to won, in well * houſes of

The term Penitentiary clearly ſhews that parliament had chiefly in view the reformation 
and amendment of thoſe to be committed to. ſuch places of confinement. 
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To theſe houſes, however, I ſhould with that none but old, hardened ada and 


thoſe who have, as the laws now ſtand, forfeited their lives by robbery, houſe-breaking, and 
| ſimilar crimes, ſhould be committed; or in ſhort, thoſe.criminals who are to be confined 
for a long term, or for life. I wiſh that no perſons might ſuffer capitally but for murder 


—for ſetting bouſes on fire—and for houſe-breaking, attended with atts of cruelty. Our 


| preſent laws are certainly too fanguinary, and are therefore ill executed; which laſt 
circumſtance, by encouraging offenders to hope that they may eſcape. puniſhment, even 
after conviction, greatly tends to increaſe the-number of crimes. Yet many are brought 
to a premature end, who might have been made uſeful to the ſtate. Indeed, I the more 
earneſtly embarked in the ſcheme of erecting Penitentiary houſes, from ſeeing cart loads 


of our fellow creatures carried to execution, © though the generous nature of our country- 


men rarely permits them to perpetrate acts of cruelty,” when at the ſame time I was 


fully perſuaded that many of thoſe unhappy wretches, by regular, ſteady diſcipline in 


a Penitentiary houſe, would have been rendered uſeful members of ſociety ; and above 
all, from the pleaſing hope, that ſuch a plan might be the means of promoting the ſalvation 


of ſome. individuals; of which, every inſtance is, according to the unerring weed of 
truth, a more important object, than the gaining of the whole world. 
The Penitentiary houſes I would have Guilt, in a great meaſure, by the convitds. I will 


ſuppoſe that a power is obtained from parliament to employ ſuch of them as are now at 
work on the Thames, or ſome of thoſe who are in the county gaols, under ſentence 


of tranſportation, W may be thought moſt expedient.— In the firſt place, let the 
ſurrounding wall, intended for full fecurity againſt eſcapes, be completed, and proper 


lodges for the gate-keepers.—Let temporary buildings, of the nature of barracks, be 
_ erected in ſome part of this encloſure which will be wanted the leaſt, till the whole is 


finiſhed. Let one or two hundred men, with their proper keepers, and under. the 


directions of che builder, be employed in levelling the ground, digging out the foundation, 
ſerving the maſons, ſawing the timber and ſtone: and as I have found ſeveral convicts 
who were carpenters, maſons, and ſmiths, theſe may be employed in their own branches 
of trade; ſince ſuch work is as neceſſary and proper as OP other in which they can. 
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be engaged. Ike the people thus employed chiefly conſiſt of thoſe whoſe term is ay 


expired or, who are committed for a ſhort term; and as the ground is ſuitably 


prepared for the builders, the garden made, the wells dug, and the building finiſhed, 
let thoſe who are to be diſmiſſed go off gradually; as it would be very improper to ſend 
them back to the bulks or gaels again. By this method, they may be kept moſt 
uſefully. employed; and at the ſame time, by regular labour, ſome degree of ſeparation, and 
proper conduct of their averſeers to them, they may perhaps be a little reformed : for, 
except their keepers, and the- directors of the works, they will be no more intermixed with 
other people than where they are now, at Woolwich, Portſmouth, or Goſport. v] have not 
conſidered this ſcheme ſuperficially, though I. can bear being told, it is abſurd. Many 
have been reclaimed and made uſeful members of ſociety, in foreign houſes of correction, 


and have thanked God for their confinement in them: theſe houſes are called in Holland 


Verbeter butzen, that is, bettering houſes: and, the ſettled object in all ſuch houſes ſhould be, 
to make men better; at leaſt, more uſeful ſubjects. Their earnings conſtitute, in my 


opinion, but a ſecondary conſideration: for ſurely, it is impoſſible to place any degree of 


profit in competition with the proſpect of meliorating the minds of our fellow creatures, 
The object I am ſenſible is great, but it is uſeful, If I ſhould not be able to accom- 

pliſh this good work, I would ſtill endeavour to bring materials, and lay the foundation; 

that others, of more ſkill, may afterwards undertake the benevolent taſk; and carry to 


perfection a plan, worthy of be great Sir William Blactſtone, with whom I had the honour 


of much converſation on this ſubject; à mar, of ſuch vaſt extent of capacity, as to 


have comprehended, in one enlarged view, the whole fabric of our laws; who was able 


to reduce them to a regular ſyſtem; and; who further poſſefied, what is rarely united 
to gre. abilities, conſtancy to execute his immortal work.

Mr. Juſtice Blackſtone 8 Pig words, B. frm. in your own opinion, ſeem to 1 che 


moſt important direction for our conduct. We are fixed upon as the proper perſons to 


determine upon a plan, ſituation &c. of a Penitentiary houſe. Why then transfer the 


office to other perſons, whoſe ſtation of life, and other engagements muſt render them 
very unfit for entering into ſuch a matter? Let us, when we meet, ahholutehy fix upon 
one ſituation, as the beſt on the whole, according to our ideas; and ſpecifying our 
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reaſons, let us ſubmit the approbation or rejection of this one plan, to thoſe in whom the 


law has veſted ſuch a power; but not give them the unneceſſary trouble, or us the 


improper degradation, of determining, in our ſtead, the reſpective advantages of ſeveral 


different plans. I am ſenſible that many amendments will occur in the execution of 
every part of this plan; but theſe muſt be the refult of experience, as we go on. At 
any rate, we are the proper judges of that part which the law has committed to us, and 
ought to follow our own ideas with firmneſs, without depending upon the ſuperior 


Judgrnent of others.

IX. No ſmall difficulty and expenſe to the counties are at preſent incurred in ſending 
their convicts to Woolwich and Plymouth, by reaſon of their diſtance from London: 
for when che convis come at night to town, they are to be lodged, and ſecurely 
guarded, at a conſiderable expenſe, ell they are admited to the hulks. This difficult 
and expenſe would be prevented by their immediate admiſſion at Iniagton. 


X. 1 allege, that the expenſe of building is leſs, in the neighbourhood of x ci, 


than at a diſtance from it. Perhaps it may be ſaid that land will be cheaper in propor- 


tion farther from the capital, To this I only reply, that the ſpot at Iſlington would 
probably have come cheaper, at the time it was propoſed, than an equal extent in any 


other part, about London : but that, for a building which is intended for public 


utility, and which is to endure for ages, the difference in the price of land, between 
one ſituation and another, is, in my view, a conſideration of no weight. -A Penitentiary 
houſe for male convicts, erected at Iflington, would have this further advantage, that

Some of them might be ſeen at labour; or correction, 
if neceſſary; and fo exhibit an inſtructive leſſon to others, who might be treading in 
the ſame paths that brought hem to ſuch a ſtate of confinement and puniſhment. 


| The Penitentiary houſe for female convidts, and its inhabitants, the doctor 4 
J intended to be totally ſecluded from the obſervation of any, by the ſtructure of the 


building. But the ſame advantages with reſpect to healthineſs,“ water, infpeCtion, 
proviſions, fuel, and materials for labour, would alſo be found in it. However, I 
acknowledge it has always appeared to me, that ſome little difficulty will ariſe in regard 
to the proper management of a houſe of this kind. If men are to be employed in it, 


great care muſt be taken who are truſted in ſuch a place. If women, which I ſhould 
prefer upon the whole, it will not be eaſy to find ſuch as have prudence enough to govern

indeed, what have I been doing in colleing the regulations of ſome of the beft directed 


houſes of correction in Europe, and ſuch as experience has proved to be prafiicable, but 
endeavouring to facilitate the execution of this u/eful deſign ?. ? The decency, regularity 


and order that I obſerved in the houſes of correction in Holland, Hamburg, Bern, 


Ghent, Florence &c. I am fully perſuaded, proceeded, in a great degree, from the 


conſtant attention that is paid to impreſs the priſoners with a ſenſe of RRLIOIo, by plain, 


ſerious diſcourſe, catechiſing and familiar inſtruction from the chaplains, together with 


the influence of a good example, both in them and the keepers. "Theſe circumſtances make 


a much greater impreſſion upon the minds of criminals, when in priſon, than they would 
have done before they came there.

Hence it is common to ſee them ſicken and die in a ſhort 
time, with very little apparent illneſs. Convicts are generally ſtout, robuſt young men, 
ho have been accuſtomed to free diet, tolerable lodgings, and vigorous exerciſe. Theſe 


them without ſtraw or other bedding ; here they continue, in winter, ſixteen or ſeven- 
teen hours out of the twenty-four, in utter inactivity, and immerſed in the noxious

many cauſes of ſickneſs and deſpair.

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n . my viſits in 1779, I found only one perſon ill of the Sins, : he was in 


Newgate, under ſentence of death. In 1782, I did not find a ſingle perſon labouring 


under that diſorder throughout the whole kingdom. But in 178 3, when the priſons became 
crowded in conſequence of the peace, 1 was ſorry to obſerve, that through the original 


faulty confrufion of many of them, and the want of attention in magiſtrates properly 


to inſpect them, and enforce the orders of the Act for preſerving the health of priſoners, 
they were beginning to return to their former wretched ſtate. * 


Several inſtances of alarming and fatal ſickneſs in gaols have ſince been communicated 


to me; ſome of which I have ſeen, and noted in their proper places. I have to remark, 


however, that it appears doubtful to me, whether, in ſome of theſe, the diſorder was the 


proper gaol-fever, produced in and peculiar to ſuch fituations ; or an epidemic diſeaſe, 
which attacked priſoners only in common with other inhabitants of the ſame town. It 


cannot be expected that gaols ſhould be preſerved : free from ſuch viſitations as theſe: 
it is only to be hoped, that care and attention will be uſed to prevent the diſeaſe from 


becoming more malignant and E in theſe, than in other places. f

by gaolers, in order to prevent a proper examination of their priſons. When 2 gentleman, particularly 
a magiffrate, has come with an intention to viſit the gaol, the keeper has pretended the utmoſt willingneſs 
to accompany him, but at the ſame time has artfully dropt a hint that he fears there may be ſome danger in it, 
as he is apprehenſive that tbe fever has made its appearance among them. The viſiter, alarmed, returns

+ — my return from Turkey, I have been frequently aſked what precautions T' uſe, to preſerve myſelf 


from infection; I here again anſwer, that next to the free goodne/s aud mercy of the Author (of my being, 


temperance and cleanlineſs are my chief preſervatives. Truſting in Divize Providence, and believing 
myſelf in the way of my duty, 1 viſit the moſt infectious hoſpitals and noxious cells; and while thus employed, 
1 fear no evil. However, I ſeldom enter an heſpital or priſon before breakfaſt; in an offenſive room 

1 avoid drawing my breath deeply ; and on my return, ſometimes waſh my mouth and hands. 


CONCLUSION. 
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IN my late inquiries into the ſtate of the priſons of this country, it has given me 
fincere pleaſure to find, that, from the attention of the magiſtrates, and the operation 
of the ſalutary A for preſerying the health of priſoners, the gaols of the Capital, 
though crowded, have been freed from that diſeaſe which formerly deſtroyed more perſons 
than the hand of the executioner ; and thoſe in the country have been ſo much improved, 
that moſt of them may no be viſited without hazard of infection; whilſt the judges are 


| ſecured from thoſe riſks which formerly attended them in the diſcharge of their important 
office. With ſatisfaction I have alſo obſerved the liberal and humane ſpirit which engages 


the public to alleviate the ſufferings of priſoners in general, and particularly, to releaſe 
many induſtrious, though unfortunate, debtors. But at this point, the ſpirit of i improvement 
unbappily ſeems to ſtop, ſcarcely touching upon that ſtill more important object, the 


' REFORMATION. or MORALS in our priſons: yet it is obvious that if this be neglected, beſides 


the evil conſequences that muſt reſult from ſuch a ſource of wickedneſs, a ſuſpicion will 


ariſe, that what has been already done has proceeded, chiefly, from the ſelfiſh motive of 


raiding the danger 10 our own health, in attending courts of judicature. 


In this 3 reformation, it will be abſolutely neceſſary to begin with the Capital : for 


as, in my former viſits, when I have met with. the gaol-fever in county priſons, I have 
been almoſt conftantly told, that it was derived from thoſe in London; ſo the corrup- 


tion of manners alſo, flowing from that great fountain, ſpreads far and wide its malignant 


ſtreams. In what priſon in London is there a proper ſeparation of criminals, the old 
from the young, convicts from the untried ? Where are the night-rooms for ſolitary 


confinement and reflection? Where is any proper attention paid to fick and dying 


priſoners? Where are the rules and orders of magiſtrates for the direction of gaolers, 


and the government of priſoners? In what gaol are not the ears ſhocked with the 
profaneneſs both. of priſoners and rurnkeys ? Where is any regard paid to the 


Lord's day? Where is not the afternoon of that day a time of greater concourſe 


of viſitants than any other? And, though the gaoler's taps are aboliſhed, yet, are not 
publicans continually waiting to ſerve the priſoners, and their company ? Is not beer

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No actual reform will be made in our priſons till the root of theſe evils be cut 


off, which, from the cloſeſt obſervation, I am convinced is Tas vice or DRUNKENNRss, 


To this end, reſtraints muſt be laid, which will, to many, I am ſenſible, appear 


harſh and ſevere; 3 but, in this matter, there is no medium: any indulgence to particular 


claſſes of priſoners will ruin the whole deſign. It will, in my idea, according to the 
annexed PRAVGHT or A BILL, be abſolutely neceſſary to prohibit the introduction of any 


kind of liquor except milk, whey, butter-milk, or water into gaols; and in order to dimi- 
niſh the apparent hardſhip upon debtors, I heartily wiſh that fuch an alteration were made 


in our laws with reſpect to confinement for debt, that none ſhould undergo it but diſbonef 


and een e OO. Such are FR d e d to be rented TP. 


With W to the health and real „ of priſoners, I am n perſuaded, they would 


be promoted by ſuch a prohibition. Within fourteen years, how many priſoners, together 
with their keepers, have I known deſtroyed by drinking, and how many convicts, going 
out of the world, in a ſtate of intoxication! Criminals are, for the moſt part, under the 


middle age of life, and therefore ſtrong enough in ' conſtitution to bear the trial of 
thoroughly breaking their bad habits; and as to deÞtors,* who generally live in priſons 


in utter idleneſs, they can have little occaſion for ftrong liquors, and would receive 
much more benefit from a little addition of meat and ENG to their hr; n 
dy this reſtrition, ay bas rn better afford. + 


Ader all, che ze laws will fail in their effect, unleſs the oy and waer 

endeavours of magiſtrates be exerted in a ſtrict attention to their execution. Abuſes, 
though ever ſo ſtudiouſſy guarded againſt, will creep in; and it requires the utmoſt 
vigilance to dete#, and refolution to rzform them. If I have been able to point out any 
of theſe, and to ſuggeſt their cauſes and remedies, it has been by that cloſe, perſevering 


attention to one object, which has in ſome meaſure ſupplied the want of original abilities, 
and given me clearer notions, and a more decided opinion upon theſe matters.

 DRAUGHT OF A BILL. 


WrrnzAs the good and wholeſome Laws made for the better regulation of the Gaols 
of this Kingdom, and for preventing Drunkenneſs and Rioting therein, have not 


pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enafted, and Bs rr zacrzp by the King's 
moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the 
authority of the ſame, That from and after the twenty-ninth day of September one

BY THE KING, 


Runs to be obſerved by all PaisonxBs of Wan in the Kinopox of France. 


Anicl I. The orders given by the Commiſſary of the marines encharged with the care of the priſoners 


are to be ſtrictly complied with, unargued and undiſputed. None of the priſoners ſhall inſult, threaten or 


abuſe, much leſs firike the turnkey, nor any of thoſe appointed to de buſineſs in the priſon, under the 


penalty of incurring ſuch puniſhment as ſhall be ordered by the commiſſary of the marines, and of loſing 


turn of being exchanged ; nay, further, they ſhall be cloſe confined and amen of one half of | 
their food or pittance. \ | 


Art. II. All and every priſoner, when the ME makes review, ſhall anſwer to their name or names, 


and if in the liſt delivered to the commiſſary there be found any error, they ſhall - point it out, that it may 
be rectiſied, in order to prevent the confuſion that might reſult from miſtaking of names. 


Art. III. All priſoners that ſhall refuſe to anſwer to their names at the review, ſhall be puniſhed by being 


| deprived of their food till ſuch time as they ſhall ſubmit to the call. 


Art. TV. If there happen any damage 'to the place where the priſoners are kept, hither it be with 
intent to make an eſcape, or otherwiſe, purpoſely and wilfully committed, the expenſe for repairing ſuch 
damage ſhall be paid out of the food of thoſe that are found guilty of the infringement; and if there be no 


means of diſcovering the guilty perſons, all the priſoners ſhall contribute an equal ſhare out of their . 


to the charges of ſuch repair. 


Art. V. Whoever after eſcape from his priſon is — mall be ſhut in a · dungeon, and ſhall be ſtinted 
to half his pittance of food, till he has by this confinement ſatisfied for the expenſes made for ſeizing and 


bringing him back to gaol, and ſhall loſe his turn of exchange beſides. A ſea-officer, thus contravening, 
ſhall from that moment be looked upon and treated as a common ſailor. |

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1 VII. The priſons ſhall be kept clean and neat by the ſailors, every man in his turn, as ſhall be 


regulated, and whatever ſailor ſhall refuſe | this ſervice in his turn, his food ſhall be withheld from lum 
till he ſubmit to it. 


Art. VIII. The priſoners are to inform the commiſſary of the clothes or other neceſſaries they may want, 
and can pay for, and the commiſſary ſhall not oy allow them to be provided with ſuch things, but ſhall alſo 
take care they be not impoſed upon in the price. ' 


Art. IX. In every priſon the priſoners may appoint three or five of a e and change them at 
their pleaſure, in, order ta inſpe@ their victuala and ſee if they be good, and if they have their ſhare or portion, 
whether in weight or meaſure, according to the following victualling table; and if there ariſe any reaſon for 
complaint, either of dreſſing, ſerving them up, or otherwiſe, they are with decency to appriſe the commiſſary 
of it, who, finding ſuch complaint well grounded, ſhall give immediate redreſs, and do them juſtice. |
